Cannas— 
colorful and 
majestic 
by BETTY BRINHART 


OTHING CAN SURPASS a bed of 
cannas for a showy effect. A 
large circular bed, mounded in 

the center and planted to one variety 
or color, will inevitably receive com- 
pliment after compliment. 

These stately plants, with large 
tropical-appearing foliage, have mas- 
sive clusters of velvet-textured flowers 
that somewhat resemble gladiolus. The 
flowers, produced on tall spires rang- 
ing in height from 2% to 6 feet, will 
bloom from midsummer until frost. 

There are varieties of cannas to suit 
everyone’s taste and landscaping plans. 
The following list includes some ex- 
cellent varieties within a reasonable 
price range. 

Yellow—Richard Wallace, canary 
yellow, 4’; Yellow King Humbert, yel- 
low with crimson dots, 442’; Mme. 
Butterfly, horizon yellow tinted pink, 
5’; Pfitzer’s Primrose Yellow, soft 
barium-yellow, 242’. Red—Wintzer’s 
Colossal, intense scarlet, 5’; The Am- 
bassador, cherry-red, 5’;  Pfitzer’s 
Cherry-red, cherry-red, 3’. Pink— 
Halli, silvery pink, 3’; Louis Cayeux, 
rose-pink, 41%’; Pfitzer’s Shell Pink, 
soft shell pink, 2%’. Orange—Indi- 
ana, glowing orange, 5’; King Hum- 
bert, orange-scarlet, 4%’. Rose— 
Hungaria, deep rose, 312’; Aida, rose 
overlaid with salmon, 5’; Pfitzer’s 
Porcelain Rose, soft porcelain-rose, 3’. 

A well-drained soil that grows other 
flowers and vegetables well is satisfac- 
tory for cannas. However, they do 
best in soils rich in organic matter. 

We have been growing beautiful 
cannas for years. I feel we owe our 
success to the fact that we spade and 
fertilize the beds very early in spring. 
As soon as soil can be worked, we 
cover the surface of the beds with 
organic material. To our circular bed, 
which is 36 feet in circumference, we 
add 3 bushels of aged barnyard ma- 
nure, 5 pounds of sheep manure, 2 
bushels of compost, and 5 pounds of 
garden fertilizer high in phosphorus. 
This is then spaded in to a depth of 
18 inches. The bed is raked and then 
watered to firm the soil and aid the 
decomposition of organic materials. It 
is then left to rest until planting time.

cold. If freeze occurs after planting, 
tubers are usually ruined. To prevent 
such a disaster, do not plant until all 
danger of frost is past. Many gar- 
deners, wishing to obtain early blooms, 
take a chance with frost by planting 
early. This risk is not necessary. We 
have set out tubers as late as the last 
of May and received flowers almost as 
quickly as from cannas planted five 
weeks earlier. 

Early blooming depends upon the 
amount of food, water and warmth 
accessible to the tubers rather than the 
length of time they have been in the 
ground. The more rapid the growth, 
the sooner the flowers appear. 

Before setting out the tubers, loosen 
the soil with a spading fork. If you 
mound your bed in the center, gradu- 
ally taper it toward the outer rim. 
Such mounding gives a very pictur- 
esque effect as the plants develop. 
However, mounding is not necessary to 
good canna culture; they will grow as 
well on a flat surface. 

After ground has been raked 
smooth, mark the center of the bed 
with a peg. Continue to mark planting 
holes, always working from the center 
to edge of bed. (This pertains chiefly to 
circular beds, which are most popular. 
Oblong beds are planted by placing the 
tubers the desired distance apart in 
rows.) If you want a beautiful mass 
effect, place pegs 18 inches apart in all 
directions. If you prefer a more open 
planting, which results in larger flow- 
ers, place pegs 22 to 30 inches apart. 

Peg markers are very important in 
planting cannas. They not only aid 
in the even distribution of the tubers, 
which results in a well-planted bed, but 
they also mark the exact location of 
every one planted. Since some are late 
in sprouting, this is very important. 
Should you want to check an upn- 
sprouted tuber later, it will be a sim- 
ple matter to locate it. 

When all pegs are in place, take a 
small garden trowel and dig a hole 3 
inches deep for each tuber. Into these 
holes sprinkle a mixture of bone meal, 
peat moss and fertilizer. Mix well 
with the soil, then throw in an inch 
of earth. Lay a tuber into each hole, 
making certain the ‘eyes,’ or small 
white nobs, are pointing skyward. 

Since it is vitally important to the 
beauty of your bed to have the taller 
and stronger plants in the center, place 
the larger tubers in the middle. Cover 
each tuber with 2 inches of soil, and 
then firm the soil with your fist to 
eliminate air pockets. Plant the entire 
bed before watering well. If weather 
is dry, water once a week until sprout- 
ing occurs. 

Sometimes a tuber fails to sprout. 
This is usually because it lacks eyes. 
This is not the fault of the nursery- 
man, for it is impossible to know

which tubers will sprout when making 
divisions. 

To prevent such a disappointment, 
professional growers plant canna 
tubers in a cold frame six weeks before 
setting them out in permanent beds. 
During this time, the good tubers will 
send out sprouts and only these will be 
planted out in the garden. This precau- 
tion is not necessary in the smaller 
garden. If a tuber has failed to show 
after all others are above ground, 
check it. Dig gently into the soil with 
fingers, for it may be a late sprouter 
and just ready to break the surface. If 
there are no underground sprouts, un- 
cover the tuber completely. If no white 
nobs are present, discard the tuber. 

But what about that vacant space? 
Surely it will impair the beauty of the 
bed. This is what we usually do in 
such a case: We locate a tuber that 
has sent up two sprouts, which is quite 
common, and carefully remove the soil 
right down to the base of the shoots. 
With a sharp knife we cut down 
through the tuber between the two 
shoots, carefully remove one shoot 
with its root system and place soil 
back around the remaining one. The 
removed shoot is. then transplanted in 
the vacant spot to the exact depth it 
had been growing, and watered. These 
transplants quickly become established 
and do as well as the others. You may 
remove more side shoots in this man- 
ner for transplanting in other loca- 
tions, thus increasing your flower dis- 
play. 

Perhaps you will hesitate in propa- 
gating your cannas because you fear 
one shoot per plant will not be suffi- 
cient for a good effect. However, 
cannas have somewhat the same char- 
acteristics as asparagus—every time a 
shoot appears and is removed, another 
one appears. A canna shoot which 
starts out alone usually ends the season 
with three or four stalks. 

Cultivate only to discourage weeds 
by scraping the surface with a hoe. 
When plants are 20 inches high, apply 
a generous application of bulb ferti- 
lizer. The cannas are setting their buds 
about then and need extra nutrients to 
produce large flowers. Loosen the top 
inch of soil around the plants; work 
the fertilizer in and water with a fine 
spray so that it is carried to the roots. 

Cannas thrive under a heavy mulch. 
Peat moss is excellent. It provides 
acidity, which cannas love, and gives 
your bed that professionally land- 
scaped look. Any other kind of mulch 
may be used. Apply 6 to 8 inches 
thick. Replenish later in the season. 

Remove all faded blooms and seed 
heads to encourage new sprouts to 
shoot up so that the bed will stay in 
bloom until frost. Water well during 
dry spells, and watch out for Japanese 
beetles.®

Perennials 
to oTOW 
from seed 


by ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


N° GARDEN is really complete with- 
out a perennial garden. Growing 
plants from seed is a wonderful way to 
obtain the large number of plants 
needed to fill a generous-sized border. 
It is also a means of having many fine 
varieties not found in local nurseries. 
Of course some hybrids should be pur- 
chased as plants because they do not 
come true to type from seed. This is 
particularly true of iris, day-lilies, 
chrysanthemums, phlox and peonies. 

For our former garden at Nyack, 
New York, my husband and I grew 
many low-growing, spring-flowering 
rock-garden perennials from _ seed. 
This, at little cost, made a tremendous 
difference in the ‘general appearance 
of our rock-walled terraces. We soon 
had all the plants we could use and 
our garden was a riot of color. 

Some perennials bloom the first year 
from seed sown in early spring. A few 
blossom the first spring and summer 
after fall sowing and others flower 
freely a year after spring planting. For 
bloom in the North next spring and 
summer, start your perennial seed bed 
this May. Southern gardeners, because 
of extremely hot summers, generally 
prefer to plant seeds in early fall. 

A cold frame is an ideal place to 
sow seed. Select a sheltered location 
where plants will get plenty of late fall, 
winter and spring sunshine, but enough 
summer shade to keep seedling plants 
cool and moist. The frame which we 
use for this purpose faces east but in 
summer receives high shade from de- 
ciduous trees planted at some distance 
to the west of it. For best results a 
supply of water should be easily acces- 
sible. If a cold frame is not available 
a bed may be prepared in open ground 
but the hazards of pelting rains, tramp- 
ing dogs and sudden frosts can prove 
discouraging. 

In cold climates, use of a soil-heat- 
ing cable makes it possible to sow 
seeds earlier than would be safe if no 
supplemental heat were used. Uniform 
temperature can be maintained with 
a thermostatic control. Should a late 
cold snap occur, a heating cable may 
save plants that otherwise might be 
lost. Use care not to cut into cable 
when digging out plants.

spade’s depth. With good loam in- 
corporate plenty of humus in the form 
of peat moss or sifted compost and 
enough sand to provide perfect drain- 
age. The surface layer, to a depth of 
3 or 4 inches should be completely 
pulverized and raked smooth. Water 
with a fine mist spray and let stand 
overnight to settle before sowing seeds. 

Keep the bed evenly moist but use 
care not to wash the seeds or seedlings 
out of the soil. When seedlings have 
developed two to four true leaves, thin 
to 2 inches between plants. A second 
transplanting will probably be needed 
to allow plenty of room for seedlings 
to grow in the cold frame. 

From this point on all that is re- 
quired is to keep the bed moist and 
free from weeds.®

Attention iris growers: 


Nematodes 
may be 
your nemesis

M* HOME GARDENERS think of 
nematodes as just another bur- 
den to be borne by the farmers. The 
tiny pests infest tobacco, cotton, pota- 
toes and many other agricultural 
plants, but, most home gardeners 
think, they don’t invade the garden. 

Recent scientific studies present a 
different picture. There are endless 
types of nematodes and they may be 
found in countless garden plants in- 
doors and out. Nematodes are respon- 
sible for hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars of loss to home gardeners as well 
as farmers. Nematodes can be any- 
body’s nemesis. 

Webster describes nematodes as 
“any of a class (Nematoda) of worms, 
including the pinworm, trichnia, and 
Guinea worm.” Nematodes are a fas- 
cinating subject. There are literally 
thousands of species and new ones are 
identified each year. Most nematodes 
are destructive pests, a few aid the 
gardener. Included in the harmful 
group is the root-knot nematode, 
which is endoparasitic—that is, it en- 
ters the root tissue or permanently at- 
taches itself to the plant. These root- 
knot nematodes have 1,700 known 
host plants, including the iris. The 
meadow nematode .is a far more seri- 
ous and common nematode. It does 
not form knots or galls as the root- 
knot nematode does but causes black 
lesions on the roots and eventually kills 
the roots. Control measures are the 
same for both the root-knot and 
meadow nematodes. Nematodes are 
microscopic in size, much too small for 
the naked eye to see. But don’t worry, 
the damage they do is ample evidence 
of their presence. 

In recent years nematodes have be- 
come a major problem to an increasing 
number of iris growers. In the 1956 
report of the scientific committee of 
the American Iris Society (published 
in the January 1956 AIS Bulletin) Dr. 
L. F. Randolph, head of the commit- 
tee, wrote: “The discovery of the root- 
knot nematode in the fibrous roots of 
irises imported from Europe and from 
gardens of northern Texas has compli- 
cated the problem of disease and pest 
control.” He was so right! And now 


he can add that nematodes have been 
found throughout the South and in al- 
most every other state. 

Irisarians first detected nematodes 
when their plants, for no apparent 
reason, became weak and undernour- 
ished. In this condition, the iris were 
extremely susceptible to almost every 
disease common to iris—leaf spot and 
rhizome rot, particularly. The real 
devotees of iris naturally began to 
search for the causes of the trouble. 
They soon discovered the nematodes. 

If your iris have any of the symp- 
toms mentioned, it is time to start your 
search. Dig up a sickly plant, shake 
off the loose dirt and take a good look. 
You will probably be confronted with 
roots which are swollen and have knots 
or lumps on them. These roots may be 
much shorter than usual, with the ends 
dry and withered. What has happened? 
A nasty little nematode has burrowed 
into the root and excreted an irritant 
that caused nearby root cells to grow 
wildly. The resulting lump or knot of 
tissue on the root blocked the flow of 
nutrients. 

It is generally conceded that prod- 
ucts which effectively destroy most 
pests do not destroy the root-knot 
nematode of iris. However, special 
preparations, called nemacides, are be- 
ing developed. 

In attempting to get rid of the nema- 
tode infection in his iris collection 
from Europe, Dr. L. F. Randolph used 
the hot water treatment prescribed for 
peonies which are infested with nema- 
todes. He immersed the iris for 15 to 
20 minutes in water heated to a tem- 
perature of 100°; then transferred the 
iris to 119° to 120° water for 30 min- 
utes. Dr. Randolph reported that this 
treatment injured the shoot tissue and 
killed or severely retarded the growth 
of the rhizomes, which were essentially 
dormant when treated. However, other 
iris growers have used the hot water 
treatment at an even higher tempera- 
ture (125°) and found that it did the 
job with no ill effects. 

Dr. Randolph next tried the drastic 
method of cutting off with a sharp 
knife all of the fibrous roots close to 
the rhizome, then thoroughly scrub- 
bing the rhizome under running water 
to get rid of any adhering eggs, cysts 
or adult nematodes. He reported that 
this cleaned up most of the diseased 
plants. He concluded that the root- 
knot nematode infected only the fibrous 
roots and rarely entered the rhizome. 

Dr. Randolph was convinced, how- 
ever, that the nematode survives ship- 
ment for long distances, as was proven 
by those which arrived on iris imported 
from Europe. It is generally agreed 
that nematodes can be spread from 
garden to garden and state to state. 
If there is any doubt as to possible in- 
festation of new rhizomes, it is better

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to treat before planting. The same 
goes for the soil where the rhizomes 
are to be planted. One grower who has 
had several severe infestations is now 
convinced that his nematodes entered 
his garden in topsoil brought in to 
make new beds. 

How is the soil sterilized? Many 
soil-sterilization products are available. 
Be sure to follow directions carefully. 
Some of these products will kill all 
plant life; therefore it is best to remove 
all plants from area which is to be 
sterilized. 

Soil fumigants for agricultural pur- 
poses began to really sell in 1945 
and sales have been on the increase 
ever since. Among these are ethylene 
dibromide, dichloropropane-dichloro- 
propene, methyl bromide and chloro- 
picrin. Two-soil fumigants which have 
been used to combat nematodes in iris 
are Dowfume MC-2 and Dowfume 
W-40. The gas treatment method of 
killing nematodes with Dowfume 
MC-2 is very expensive because it re- 
quires that a plastic covering be spread 
over the entire area. Dowfume W-40 
is a liquid; it is less expensive and 
much easier to apply. After treatment 
the soil has to rest two weeks before 
being planted. D-D-Soil Fumigant is 
rated high by those who have used it. 
It has been used commercially for 
years and is now available to home 
gardeners. D-D-Soil Fumigant must 
be applied to empty beds for it kills all 
plant life. A two-week period must 
elapse before planting. Fumi-Soil, a 
product of Sherman Laboratories, is 
another excellent soil fumigant. 

Another relatively new product is 
Nemagon, a soil fumigant which may 
be applied in granular form or as an 
emulsifiable concentrate. The latter is 
the type generally used on lawns and 
nursery stock. It is still in the experi- 
mental stage as regards control of 
nematodes in iris. 

VC-13 is a nemacide which can be 
applied with a drench to garden soils 
prior to planting, to house plant soils 
or directly to some ornamental plants 
already growing in the garden, includ- 
ing iris. VC-13 should not be used on 
edible plants yet as the toxicological 
tests are still being made. 

If you cannot, or do not wish to, 
sterilize your soil immediately, your 
iris can be given one of the two treat- 
ments outlined by Dr. Randolph or a 
third one suggested by Geddes Doug- 
las, a well-known iris authority: cut 
back the foliage severely, trim off all 
of the feeder roots flush with the 
rhizome, then wash the rhizome in a 
solution of chlorox and water (4 table- 
spoons of chlorox to each gallon of 
water). After being scrubbed in the 
solution, the rhizome should be dried 
in the air for several hours before 
planting in a new location.®

How to take 
a soil sample 


_ STATE agricultural experiment 
stations perform many services for 
the home gardener. Perhaps the most 
important is their soil testing program. 
With the exception of the station in 
California, the experiment stations in 
all states and those in Alaska, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico will test soil samples 
submitted by home gardeners. In some 
states the testing is handled through 
the county offices. The fees charged 
are small, ranging from 50¢ to $2.50. 

Experiment stations in some states 
will also test soil samples for the pres- 
ence of nematodes. This is not, how- 
ever, a regular service and the home 
gardener must therefore specifically re- 
quest that his soil sample be tested for 
nematodes. Experiment stations in the 
following states test soil for nema- 
todes on request: Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Texas. 

It is extremely important that the 
soil sample be properly taken. Other- 
wise it will fail to reflect the true con- 
dition of the soil. 

Take the sample when the soil is 
not too wet. At least five samples from 
each separate flower bed or garden 
area should be taken. Use a clean 
trowel or shovel. Dig a small hole 
6 inches deep, then slice a piece of soil 
| inch thick off the side of the hole 
to a depth of 6 inches. Mix the five 
samples from the one area together in 
a clean bucket. Spread out | pint of 
this well-mixed composite sample on a 
newspaper and allow to air dry. Do 
not use heat. Place the dried sample in 
a clean container or the paper bag or 
carton furnished by the experiment 
station, label it properly and send it to 
the station. Supply on a separate sheet 
of paper such information as plant or 
plants to be grown in the soil, condi- 
tion of the soil (drainage, shade or sun, 
slope, etc.) and the history of the area 
for the past two years. 

When the analysis is returned, rec- 
ommendations will accompany it. The 
amount and type of lime and fertilizer 
necessary will be recommended on an 
area basis. Ordinarily these recom- 
mendations will be given as the amount 
of lime and fertilizer to be applied per 
1,000 square feet. If given as the 
amount to use per acre, the amount to 
use per 1,000 square feet can be ascer- 
tained by dividing the amount recom- 
mended per acre by 43.5.

Spring seems _ further 

away in April than in Jan- 

uary. We've had snow, 

snow, snow for days. But 

I suppose it can’t last 
much longer, and anyway, how can | 
complain when a newly arrived robin, 
fluffed to twice his size, watches hun- 
grily while our stay-at-home birds gulp 
food? He is too timid to come to the 
feeding shelf. 

Have you heard the superstition that 
things will go well for you if the first 
robin you see in the spring is flying? 
If he is on the ground, the year will 
be so-so. 

The male blackbirds have returned 
from the South in crowds; the air 
around the swamp rings with their call- 
ing. It will be two weeks yet before 
the lady blackbirds arrive, but the 
flashy males have already staked out 
their claims to the most likely nesting 
sites. 

About the middle of April we will 
plant melons and cucumbers indoors 
in the bottoms of milk cartons cut 
down to about 2 inches. Seed of to- 
matoes and cabbages goes into half- 
gallon milk carton bottoms. Space, or 
lack of it, becames critical now. Win- 
dow sills are lined with plants and the 
pantry is stacked with milk carton 
tops. It looks messy, but it’s only 
for a little while. 

We have just dug the 
last of the parsnips. By 
the time they are gone, 
fresh vegetables from the 
garden will be available. 
Do you know the best, the very best, 
way to cook parsnips? Here it is: 

Pan-broil pork chops or shoulder 
steaks until crisp and brown. Remove 
meat to a warm place. Pour the fat 
from the pan and place pared parsnips, 
quartered or sliced, in the pan. Salt 
lightly and add enough water to par- 
tially cover the parsnips. Cover the 
pan tightly. Cook slowly until the 
water is absorbed—about fifteen min- 
utes. Place chops or steaks on top of 
parsnips. Allow about five minutes for 
chops to reheat. 

Follow the same procedure for pars- 
nips and roast pork or spareribs, roast- 
ing the meat until done, then putting 
the parsnips in the drippings. In this 
case, leave the meat in the pan and 
allow thirty minutes for the parsnips to 
cook.®

The Home 


Greenhouse 
by VICTOR GREIFF 


4 jpn GREENHOUSE AND GARDEN 
compete in their demands on the 
gardener’s all-too-scarce working hours, 
but there are times when they com- 
plement each other to produce a 
spectacle of unusual beauty. 

This month ushers in one of these 
periods. Outside, the foundation plant- 
ing about the greenhouse is coming 
into flower. Here may be found 
arabis, aubrieta, Alyssum _ saxatile, 
Iberis sempervirens, the early bulbs— 
crocus, snowdrop, double tulip, and 
daffodil and tulip species. In a 60° 
greenhouse fuchsia, begonia, clivia, 
gloxinia, amaryllis, echeveria, dracena, 
and some orchids, seen through the 
clean glass or open door, give a pic- 
ture of horticultural wealth that is 
unforgettable. Just as striking in the 
50° house are the colors of cyclamen, 
cineraria, azalea, gladiolus, schizan- 
thus and primula. The over-all effect 
is unusual—the delicate outdoor spring 
colors against the lush mature colors 
and substance of the exotics. 

There is little time to gaze and in- 
vite the soul. We must devote time 
and precious space to the production 
of tender garden material from seeds, 
cuttings and tubers to set out later. 
Fortunately, flats of pricked-out seed- 
lings can be moved out into the cold 
frame, preferably one equipped with 
heating cable and a thermostat which 
should be set at 50°. Cuttings of im- 
patiens, coleus, iresine, silvery cen- 
taurea and santolina can be rooted 
in sand or a mixture of perlite- 
vermiculite. A feeding or two with 
soluble fertilizer will keep the cuttings 
vigorous until weather is suitable for 
planting outdoors. 

Seeds may be sown in sphagnum 
moss or sterilized soil. As soon as seed 
germinates the seedlings should receive 
full sunlight. 

Cuttings of dahlias may be taken 
now from tubers started previously in 
large boxes or pots of rich soil. Root 
in a perlite-vermiculite mixture and 
then transfer later to pots of rich 
soil. When well established, harden in 
the cold frame for several weeks and 
then plant in the garden. If given 
ample water and an occasional feed- 
ing, they should flower this fall. 

Tuberous begonias and caladiums 
may be checked in growtb if plants 


are set outdoors too early. They may 
also suffer when set out if plants have 
grown too large indoors—the result of 
starting them too soon. 

Gladiolus, tuberose, acidanthera and 
montbretia are so nearly hardy that 
they may be planted out now _without 
danger. In fact they generally winter 
in the ground near the wall of my 
greenhouse. 

Epiphyllums or orchid cacti are not 
grown and enjoyed as extensively as 
they should be. This is perhaps be- 
cause of their unwieldy drooping 
growth and the large pots required— 
successful Western growers use the 
8-inch size and larger. However, many 
hybrids are so spectacular in flower 
that the ungainly stems can be over- 
looked. Remember they are jungle 
dwellers; give them a rich leaf mold 
mixture, ample water and fertilizer 
and the reward will be worth the 
trouble. 

New equipment recently made avail- 
able makes it possible to control the 
greenhouse atmosphere without the 
evils of opening ventilators. A con- 
stantly running fan circulates and 
humidifies the air, taking in and cool- 
ing Or warming outside air depending 
on indoor and outdoor temperatures.®

American 
Landscape School 
becomes accredited 


The American Landscape School, 
a nationwide correspondence school 
with headquarters in Des Moines, 
Iowa, has been accredited by the 
National Home Study Council, the 
standard-setting agency for private 
correspondence schools.

The op- 
eration of the school with all the 
findings is then reviewed by a select 
nine-member Accrediting Commis- 
sion, composed of outstanding 
American educators. 
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Mrs. Councilor designs an arrangement. 


OW DO SOME flower arrangers 
H consistently win blue ribbons? 

It would be helpful if their 
skills could be molded into a simple 
formula that all might follow, but as 
in any art the little touches that sepa- 
rate winners from near winners are 
elusive. 

Mrs. Harry A. Councilor of Alex- 
andria, Virginia, is a frequent winner. 
Like so many floral artists, she enjoys 
the challenge of interpreting a theme. 
But ask any flower arranger just where 
she begins to translate the theme into 
an arrangement and she will have diffi- 
culty outlining her mental processes. 

In making preparations to enter an 
arrangement in the class “A Composi- 
tion Featuring Marine Life,” Mrs. 
Councilor first thought of Florida. 
Quickly her thoughts turned closer to 
home and focused on the Chesapeake 
Bay. She hunted up a book on Chesa- 
peake Bay and after considerable study 
set off for a first hand look. The salty 
tang of the sea, the tawny brown drift- 
wood on the shore and tall dune grass 
bending in the breezes—all these im- 
pressions were recorded. 

Mrs. Councilor, returning home 
from such a fact-finding trip, concen- 
trates on the wording of the schedule 
and carefully selects her materials. 
Since the principles of good design are 
second nature to her the actual arrang- 
ing takes less time than the research. 

In the arrangement at right, Mrs. 
Councilor tried to create the feeling 
of a growing plant. The subject for 
interpretation was “A Botanical Plant.” 
By not diluting the dramatic effect of 
the amaryllis with other plant materials 
the fine quality of the flowers was 
dramatized. The subtle addition of the 
amaryllis bulb gives reason to ponder 
the wonderful phenomenon of growth 
from bulb to flower.

Here is a novel centerpiece idea: try 
floating fully opened florets in a brandy 
snifter or a shallow china container. 
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Dig corms in fall when the leaves begin 
to turn brown. Leave tops on until they 
can be pulled from corm with light tug. 


Remove shriveled old corm from the bot- 
tom (actually the corm you planted in the 
spring); store new corm in cool place. 


the spikes that have a graceful twist or 
curve are especially interesting. 

Another arranging idea for gladiolus 
is to float the full-blown florets in a 
shallow dish. Try combining them with 
tuberous begonias for a tropical effect. 

Gladiolus should be dug at the end 
of the season after the foliage turns 
brown; leaves are easily pulled from 
new corm. Discard the shriveled old 
corm from the bottom (actually this is 
what you planted in the spring), dust 
new corm with DDT and store in a 
cool, dry place over the winter. 

There is a wide choice of colors and 
varieties to plant—try a few new ones 
each year. A great deal of interest this 
year is focused on the All-America 
winner EMPEROR. Its color is purple 
trimmed in white. This variety was se- 
lected as a winner for its health and 
vigor, excellent spike form and striking 
color, characteristics which make it an 
ideal variety for the home gardener. 

You might also want to try some of 
the new exotic hybrids which have an 
almost double appearance because of 
the many smaller, frilled petals in the 
center.

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How to get your 
chrysanthemums 
off to a good start 


T TAKES LITTLE to make chrysanthe- 
mums flower. Come autumn they'll 
blossom forth across the country with- 
out regard for the attention they’ve 
received. 

But the really spectacular chrysan- 
themum displays—those which make 
their owners feel they are living amidst 
splendor worthy of the Orient—are the 


result of special care. In contrast to ° 


tall, leggy plants which flop in all di- 
rections with only a few flowers on 
top, the best chrysanthemums are 
dense and bushy with interlacing and 
self-supporting branches which bear 
a multitude of blossoms. 

The difference lies with the treat- 
ment of the plants. Assuming that you 
start with healthy rooted cuttings or 
pot-grown plants, either purchased or

Root these softwood cuttings in a fiat 
of moist sand. Make hole for cutting 
with pencil, then firm sand around stem. 


grown from your own stock as shown 
below, success depends upon two 
things: (1) early and regular pinching 
to develop a shapely, many-stemmed 
plant and (2) periodic feeding and 
watering to build up its resources for 
the heavy burden of flowering. 

Pinching is the answer to the sprawl- 
ing tendency. If you will pinch out the 
tender growing tip of the young chrys- 
anthemum plant when it has become 
established and grown about 6 inches 
high, you will stimulate the develop- 
ment of side shoots. This makes a 
plant with several stems instead of 
just one. 

Then, when the side shoots have 
grown several inches, pinching them 
will encourage the growth of still more 
side shoots. Thus you will get a dense 


When strong root system has developed— 
usually in two to three weeks—plani 
cuttings in their permanent locations. 


To lessen shock of moving and encourage 
strong new growth, fill a trench around 
each young plant with liquid plant food. 


plant able to withstand the ravages of 
wind and rain. By midsummer the 
shape of the plant will be established 
and pinching can be halted to allow 
flower buds to form. 

Chrysanthemums, with their heavy 
above-ground growth, consume large 
quantities of food and water. If one or 
the other is lacking during the crucial 
period of flower development, blos- 
soms are apt to be small and mis- 
shapen. A plant which has already

built up an extensive root system 
through regular feeding is better able 
to withstand droughts than the one left 
to fend for itself. 

Thus, to a certain extent you can 
ward off difficulties by being especially 
attentive during the spring season. 
When the sun beats down unmerci- 
fully, even the sturdiest plants are apt 
to wilt. Then only deep watering, on 
the ground rather than the foliage, can 
make up for the moisture lost through 
the leaves.

alkaline. Crop failures can often be 
traced to soil that is too alkaline or too 
acid. Most plants prefer neutral or 
slightly acid soil. The use of lime 
readily corrects conditions of excess 
acidity which results from losses by 
leaching and crop removal of basic 
elements. Or, if the soil needs to be 
made more acid, the addition of oak 
leaf mold, pine needles or sulfur is 
recommended. 

Soil testing facilities are available 
in many communities through county 
agricultural agents, agricultural col- 
leges (see article on page 28), or by 
private concerns. Another way is 
through the use of your own soil test- 
ing kit. Such kits can be purchased at 
small cost at local stores or through 
mail order and provide the means for 
readily determining soil requirements. 
These kits have sufficient chemicals 
for making numerous tests at an aver- 
age cost of but a few cents each. No 
knowledge of chemistry is needed. 

A typical soil testing kit contains the 
necessary chemicals, test tubes and fil- 
ters for testing the pH factor and the 
need for nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potash.®

FERTILIZERS 


ANSWERS BY

Q. Do I need a special fertilizer for 
broad-leaved evergreens? 

A. Where broad-leaved evergreens 
are grown a fertilizer with an acid re- 
action is best. However, a general fer- 
tilizer can be used, even if alkaline, if 
sulfur is applied as needed to acidify 
the soil. 

Q. What is the difference between 
organic and inorganic fertilizers? 
Which should I use? 

A. Organic fertilizers come from 
animal or vegetable wastes. Their ad- 
vantage over the chemically formu- 
lated plant foods is their availability 
in the soil over a longer period of time. 
Because their nitrogen occurs as in- 
soluble protein which plants cannot 
use (they would need teeth and a di- 
gestive system) it is made available 
only as it is broken down into a soluble 
form by bacteria. 

Since bacteria work only when soil 
temperatures are above 60° organic 
fertilizers are of little value in early 
spring. And they are impractical where 
a quick response is needed. 

Chemical plant foods (except urea- 
form nitrogen) are quickly soluble and 
start feeding the plants at once. They 
are soon used up so applications need 
to be repeated. The new ureaform fer- 
tilizers (now sold in complete formula 
mixtures) combine the advantages of 
organic and inorganic plant foods. 

Q. I live in the Chicago area. How 
early should I fertilize my perennial 
border and lawn? 

A. Apply a good mixed chemical 
plant food as early as it is possible to 
spread it. The new ureaforms can 
even be applied in fall to supply nour- 
ishment through the following sum- 
mer. 

When straight chemical plant foods 
are used, a second feeding following 
the heavy June and early July flower- 
ing period should be made. This can 
be either a chemical or an organic 
plant food. 

Q. I have heard that lime should not 
be applied at the same time as ferti- 
lizer. Is this true, and why? 

A. If lime is used in the form of 
finely pulverized limestone, there is no 
reason why it cannot be applied with 
fertilizer. The use of hydrated lime 
forms would involve explanations too

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complex to go into here, but the dan- 
ger in their use is greatly overempha- 
sized. Circumstances under which 
lime would be harmful are rare. 

Q. Which is better when a fertilizer 
high in phosphate is needed, bonemeal 
or superphosphate? 

A. Bonemeal is practically worth- 
less as a plant food; to use it as a 
source for phosphorus is too costly. 
Use superphosphate whenever pos- 
sible. 

Q. Can liquid fertilizer be used on 
all plants? 

A. Yes. Whether this is the best 
way to apply plant food depends upon 
circumstances. 

Q. What are the advantages of 
liquid fertilizers over dry formula- 
tions? 

A. Ease of application is the princi- 
pal advantage. Foliar sprays may have 
other advantages under special condi- 
tions. 

Q. My soil is very sandy and I was 
advised to use gypsum. What does 
gypsum do? 

A. Gypsum has little use in sandy 
soils. It is a source of sulfur and cal- 
cium. Its principal advantage is that 
it can be used to supply calcium with- 
out increasing soil pH since it is neu- 
tral in reaction. Humus or other well- 
decayed organic matter is the answer 
to sandy soils, increasing both water 
and fertilizer holding capacity. 

Q. I have a rhododendron that is 
showing yellow in its leaves. My neigh- 
bor told me to apply an iron chelate. 
The other neighbor suggested iron sul- 
phate. Which is better? 

A. If the soil is one in which rho- 
dodendrons grow well, iron sulphate— 
if you can buy it—should do as much 
good as iron chelates for an immediate 
remedy. The effectiveness of the 
chelates will last longer, however. 

Q. Should iron chelates be used as 
part of my regular fertilizing program? 

A. Iron chelates or any other form 
of iron need be used only if there are 
definite signs of iron deficiency. In 
high concentrations iron can be toxic. 

Q. Why are ureaform fertilizers 
priced considerably above most other 
commercially sold fertilizers? What 
advantages offset their extra cost? 

A. Ureaform fertilizers are well 
worth the extra money. The new com- 
bination fertilizers containing about 
50% ureaform nitrogen and 50% ni- 
trogen in other forms are even better 
than straight ureaform since they make 
nitrogen available at once and continue 
to release it throughout the summer. 

Ureaforms are expensive to make 
because the reaction between urea and 
formaldehyde is tricky and requires 
expensive equipment. 

Q. How can you gauge the amount 
of fertilizer to use under a tree?

should a man’s legs be? Long enough 
to reach the ground.” Roughly a 
pound of nitrogen for each inch of 
trunk diameter is a good guide. If 
this isn’t enough, apply more. 

Incidentally, when trees fail to re- 
spond to feeding in the spring, a foliar 
fertilizer can be used. 

Q. A lawn expert told me that when 
I fertilize the lawn under my trees I 
am also fertilizing the trees. Is this 
true? 

A. Your lawn expert may know 
lawns, but not trees. If the lawn is a 
good one, the absorptive capacity of 
the sod is so high any fertilizer appli- 
cation heavy enough to penetrate the 
turf to the tree roots would cause 
severe burning of the grass. To feed 
trees, apply fertilizer in drilled holes 
or with a root feeder on a hose. 

Q. Many articles refer to fertilizers 
as 5-10-5 or 6-10-4. What does this 
mean? 

A. The figures indicate the amount 
of nitrogen (sometimes written as N), 
phosphorus (P) and potash (K) in a 
fertilizer mixture. The elements are 
always given in this order. Thus a 
5-10-5 has 5 pounds of nitrogen in a 
100-pound bag with 10 pounds of 
phosphorus and 5 pounds of potash. 

These figures are useful in deciding 
how much a fertilizer is worth. For 
example, we may pay $6 per 100 
pounds of a sewage sludge containing 
5% nitrogen. In this form nitrogen 
costs $1.20 a pound. Or we may pay 
$18 for a 20-5-5, three times as much 
per pound of total fertilizer. However, 
in the latter material nitrogen costs 
only 90¢ a pound and the fertilizer it- 
self goes four times as far. 

Q. Many of the garden books and 
magazine articles I read suggest using 
cow and horse manure. I have not 
been able to find any cow or horse ma- 
nure in my region. What materials 
can be used as substitutes? 

A. Use an artificial manure made 
by the Missouri process. This calls for 
using 100 pounds of organic matter 
(leaves, weeds, garbage or other or- 
ganic wastes) to one pound of actual 
nitrogen. 

Because such a mixture is low in 
phosphorus add 22 pounds of super- 
phosphate to every 100 pounds of or- 
ganic matter. Five pounds of muriate 
of potash will supply the needed potas- 
sium. Mix thoroughly, turning as soon 
as the pile begins to heat. 

Q. Is there any nutrient value in 
peat moss? What does peat moss do 
for the garden? 

A. Peat moss contains so little plant 
food it is not a practical source of 
nourishment. Its purpose is to act as a 
soil sponge to absorb both moisture 
and plant food and to provide a place 
where bacteria can carry on their 
work.®

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Sweet corn— 
from seed 
packet to pot

is not just an old wives’ saying. Scientific tests 

have shown that the amount of sugar present in 
sweet corn decreases hourly once the corn has been picked. 
In twenty-four hours (about the minimum length of time 
after picking before corn distributed through stores goes 
into the consumer’s pot) the sugar content decreases on an 
average of 25% to 50%. The texture of the kernels be- 
comes proportionately tougher due to the increase in starch 
content. Small wonder, then, that there is such a difference 
between sweet corn cooked fresh from the stalks on which 
it grew, and store-bought corn which has been transported 
from field to wholesaler to grocery store to pot. 

Fortunately, sweet corn is not a difficult crop to grow. 
It does, however, occupy considerably more space in pro- 
portion to the yield than such vegetables as tomatoes, beans 
and broccoli. Dwarf varieties requiring less space per plant 
have been developed, but the yield per plant is smaller and 
they are inferior in taste to the best of the standard sorts; 
they are, however, very convenient for freezing on the cob. 

Whether or not one has sufficient space to justify the 
growing of sweet corn may be judged by the fact that 
standard varieties require 2 to 3 square feet of growing 
space per plant. A row 25 feet long (or three rows 8 feet 
long) will yield three dozen ears—about the minimum 
yield necessary to justify a planting. To maintain a supply 
throughout the season would, of course, necessitate at 
least four such plantings; but many sweet corn addicts 
settle for growing part of their summer’s supply and buy- 
ing the rest—if possible, from a neighboring farm or a 
local roadside stand where fairly fresh corn may be 
obtained. 

Selection of varieties will depend partly upon the amount 
of space available. If space is very limited, extra vigorous 
kinds such as ARISTOGOLD BANTAM EVERGREEN, which 
grows 6 or 7 feet tall, should be omitted. To provide a 
fairly continuous supply, make successive plantings of 
each variety every ten days; or plantings of two or three 
varieties (early, medium and late) every two or three 
weeks. 

Varieties of sweet corn which we can recommend from 
personal experience are: early (65 to 75 days) IMPROVED 
SPANCROSS (sometimes listed as SURPRISE) and SUN-UP; 
medium (75 to 80 days)—Marcross and F-M Cross; 
late (80 to 85 days)—GoLpEN Cross BANTAM and 
IOCHIEF. 

In a very limited space try GoLDEN MipGeT and MINiA- 
TURE. Both are early, of fine quality and may be grown 8

to 10 inches apart in rows 2 feet apart, 
if well fertilized. 

Sweet corn is easy to grow. Never- 
theless there are a few things to do, and 
a few not to do, for a successful crop. 

To begin with, corn (a native of 
Mexico) loves sunshine; the more sun 
it can get the better. Adjoining rows 
should, if possible, be run in a north- 
south direction, so that they will not 
shade each other at midday. If they 
must be run east-west, make the first 
planting on the north side of the plot 
so that later plantings will not be 
shaded. 

Light or sandy soil, not too acid, 
produces the earliest and sweetest corn. 
However, the soil must contain an 
ample supply of humus—animal ma- 
nure or a dug-in or plowed-under 
green crop such as rye. To develop 
full-sized ears, plenty of moisture is 
needed, especially at the time ears are 
beginning to form. If adequate mois- 
ture cannot be provided when the 
leaves start to curl in dry weather, the 
crop will be badly injured. In dry 
seasons and light sandy soils, irrigation 
is essential. Mulching is also very 
helpful in combating drought and 
keeping down weeds. 

Corn is a hungry plant and a fast 
grower. Experiments have shown that 
fertilizers are most effective when ap- 
plied in the row or hill. If a maximum 
amount of fertilizer is used (5 pounds 
of 5-10-5 or its equivalent per 100 
square feet), at least half should be 
applied in the row. If chemical ferti- 
lizer is used, first cover the seed with 
about %*4 inch of soil and then apply 
the fertilizer. A still better and easier 
method is: as soon as the corn has 
sprouted sufficiently to mark the rows, 
open up a trench 2 to 3 inches deep 
and about 4 inches from the plants 
along both sides of each row. Spread 
the fertilizer in these trenches, then 
fill them in. On our sandy soil we 
make a second application just as the 
ears are beginning to develop. 

The first planting can be made at 
about the time the last killing frost 
usually occurs in your locality. If corn 
that is just breaking ground is threat- 
ened by an unusually late frost, it may 
be protected by hilling up soil over 
the young shoots. The shoots will 
grow up through this light covering. 

A more certain way to get extra- 
early corn is to start it in plant bands 
or jiffy pots in a cold frame three to 
four weeks in advance of the usual 
planting date. Set out in the garden 
when danger of frost is past. Sow five 
or six kernels to a pot and thin out 
to three or four. You may also plant 
your seed in the open under Hot-kaps 
or plastic domes. 

Sweet corn may be grown in either 
rows or hills. In the home garden the 
latter is preferable as the plants are 
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more evenly spaced. Several short 
rows placed side by side are preferable 
to one or two long rows as winds and 
bees are more likely to pollinate every 
plant if they are growing close together 
in blocks. Sow seed in furrows 2 to 3 
inches deep at 3-inch intervals. As 
soon as seedlings are well up, thin 
out so that plants stand 8 to 12 inches 
apart. Remove all small weak plants. 

Just after planting or as soon as 
possible after the plants are up, culti- 
vate the soil between the rows to 
loosen up spots packed down in plant- 
ing. After this, cultivating should be 
as shallow as possible, even limited to 
just scraping the surface with a hoe to 
keep down any weeds. Corn roots 
spread out very near the surface, and 
deep cultivation may seriously injure 
the crop. 

Do not let any well-meaning friend 
persuade you to pull the suckers 
(secondary growths at the roots) from 
your plants. Exhaustive tests have 
proved that larger crops result when 
they are left undisturbed. 

The most serious pests of sweet corn 
are the corn borer and the corn ear 
worm. The corn borer is a_ black- 
headed, dirty-white worm. The first 
sign of the corn borer is the breaking 
or bending over of the tassels or tips of 
stalks. Examination will reveal the 
culprit at work. At this stage partial 
control may be obtained in small plant- 
ings by destroying the grubs. Later 
they bore into the ears and lower por- 
tions of the stalks, their entrance holes 
marked by masses of brown, sawdust- 
like frass. Ryania, a botanical insecti- 
cide made from a South American 
shrub, gives excellent control and is 
harmless to man. 

The corn ear worm is an even more 
serious pest. It enters through the silk 
at the top of young ears, where the 
female borer moth lays its eggs, and 
travels down the silk into the ears. The 
worms, brown or green with longitu- 
dinal yellow stripes along either side, 
work havoc with the ears. 

To control both these pests, apply 
a corn ear worm and borer spray or 
dust, containing heptachlor, methoxy- 
chlor or one of the other DDT rela- 
tives less toxic to warm-blooded ani- 
mals. Instructions on the package 
should be closely followed so that ap- 
plications will not be made too near 
harvest time. Burn all stalks and debris 
in late fall as a sanitary measure. 

Start this treatment as soon as the 
tassels begin to emerge or the ears to 
show silk, and continue religiously at 
intervals of a week or ten days. With 
the small rotary dusters or the sprayers 
that attach to the end of a hose, this 
is not nearly so time-consuming a task 
as it formerly was. And it is a small 
price to pay for sugar-sweet, meltingly 
tender corn.®

Build a garden hub 


AST MONTH we introduced you to 
the dream garden hub. We said 
that it was a practical garden feature 
and couid be built by the family handy- 
man. This month we show you how. 
FLOWER GROWER’s garden hub is 
designed to be constructed in three 
stages. You can see how these stages 
fit together in the diagrams below. In 
addition to tool and supplies storage 
space, the first section includes a pot- 
ting bench and bins for storing soil and 
peat. The second section has the 
added feature of a cold frame built at 
working height. The third or final sec- 
tion is an enlarged tool storage com- 
partment designed for larger power 


























@ The first section can be built as a 
separate unit which can later be enlarged 
with the addition of sections two and 
three. Peat and soil bins are opened from 
the outside; mower stall has inside access. 


Completed hub is made by expanding ' 
from either side of the first section. 
The right side wall of section one can 
be moved in its entirety to form the 
outside right wall of second section. 


tools. (See drawing at top of page.) 

The framework for all sections is 
made of 2 by 4’s (use two at corners 
and for the plate). Supports can be 
sunk in a concrete base, as shown in 


the drawings, or can be bolted to the 
concrete. Roof rafters are also made 
of 2 by 4’s. Use a I by 6 at front and 
back to cover ends and hold roofing 
material in place. 

Exterior plywood—the  weather- 
proof kind—makes a good siding for 
the hub. Of course, shingles, clap- 
board or asbestos materials can also 
be used to conform with the siding of 
your home. If plywood is used, batten 
boards would give it a modern look. 

A concrete floor is recommended, 
although a layer of cinders or gravel 
would also do nicely. If concrete is 
used, be sure there is about a 34-inch 
pitch to each 6 feet toward the doors

list of things to be done in April. 
As Dr. Schery says in his article on 
Northern lawns (see page 90), what 
you do with your lawn depends on 
how much you want to “polish the 
gem.” Northern lawn grasses are tough 
plants and you can get away with a 
minimum of care, but if you want 
something to be proud of you have got 
to do a little work. 

The very least you should do is give 
your lawn a thorough feeding in the 
early spring. In fact, it is the opinion 
of many garden experts that the aver- 
age lawn is grossly underfed and is 
literally starving to death! Many people 
mean well and go through the motions 
of caring for their lawn every few 
years but overlook the importance of 
yearly applications of a properly for- 
mulated lawn fertilizer. Skipping one 
year is false economy because lawn 
grass will become sparse and weeds 
will establish themselves in bare spots. 

Of the three elements found in com- 
plete fertilizers (nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium), nitrogen is the most 
important for lawns. Printed on every 
bag of fertilizer you buy will be the 
percentages of these three elements in 
numbers; the first number is always 
nitrogen. You'll find that on lawn fer- 
tilizers this number is higher than it 
is on regular garden fertilizers. Most 
lawn fertilizers are either 8, 9 or 10 
per cent nitrogen. 

Dr. Schery recommends that you 
use 10 pounds of a 10-5-5 (10 per cent 
nitrogen, 5 per cent phosphorus, 5 per 
cent potassium) lawn fertilizer per 
1,000 square feet of lawn (this is an 
area of 20 by 50 feet). If you use a 
regular garden fertilizer such as a 
5-10-5, which has half the amount of 
nitrogen, you should double that appli- 
cation. This may mean putting it on in 
several applications. 

Many gardeners are afraid of “burn- 
ing” their lawns with chemical ferti- 
lizers. This may be possible under cer- 
tain conditions. If chemical fertilizers 
are well watered into the soil right 
after application, there shouldn’t be 
any “burning.” 

Organic lawn fertilizers will not 
“burn,” as they are slow acting. If 
organics are used, be sure to apply 
enough to do the lawn some good. 
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Many do not have as high a nitrogen 
content as the chemical kinds. 

Many gardeners are now familiar 
with ureaform fertilizers because they 
have been available as a straight 38- 
per-cent-nitrogen fertilizer. This is a 
very high percentage of nitrogen, but it 
is slow acting, like organics, and can 
not “burn” the lawn. In many in- 


stances, one application lasts through- 


out the entire growing season. 

These fertilizers, of course, do not 
contain any phosphorus or potassium. 
However, a new formulation of urea- 
form has been developed that can be 
mixed with potassium and phosphorus 
to give a complete fertilizer. 

Not only does this complete ferti- 
lizer with ureaform nitrogen make an 
ideal lawn fertilizer—because the ni- 
trogen is released slowly—but it can 
also be used for the garden and shrubs. 
To make this new fertilizer combina- 
tion even more versatile, some quick- 
acting chemical nitrogen is added in 
addition to the ureaform type. This 
means, then, that the nitrogen is avail- 
able immediately, as well as over a 
long period of time. 

One of the names under which this 
type of fertilizer will be sold this year 
is Blue Chip. Several manufacturers 
will be mixing it and selling it under 
their own brand name. To be a Blue 
Chip fertilizer, it must have half to 
three-quarters of the nitrogen content 
as ureaform. The ureaform nitrogen 
used in the mixture is made by the Ni- 
troform Agricultural Chemicals Com- 
pany. The Nitroform ureaform can be 
detected easily as it is actually blue in 
color and shaped like tiny chips. 

If you have found that your sprayer 
is getting a little small for your garden 
operations, you might consider the D. 
B. Smith Jim Dandy which holds a full 
5 gallons of spraying liquid. This 
amount will take care of a number of 
plants. Transporting all this liquid 
around the garden—and it can be 
heavy—is easy because the Jim Dandy 
is a Cart sprayer and is rolled around 
on balloon-tire wheels. It also has 12 
feet of hose and an adjustable nozzle. 
It is made by D. B. Smith and Co., 
Inc., Utica, N.Y. 

A pool oftentimes enhances the gar- 
den setting a great deal. Just recently 
I heard of a fiberglass lily pool, kidney 
shaped, that measures 6 by 4 feet and 
16 inches deep. Being fiberglass, it 
is maintenance free and can be left in 
the ground all year. It is available 
from S. Sherer & Sons, Waterside 
Ave., Northport, Long Island, N.Y. 
It is sold complete with pump, under- 
water light, planting boxes, a collection 
of plants and goldfish. Everything is 
included, ready for installation. 

A do-it-yourself fish pond called the 
Alumermaid is now being offered by 
Quaker States Metals Co. of Lancas-

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My April 
garden diary 


by CLIFTON LISLE 


IKE RAIN ON A DUSTY STREET—the 

first drops disappearing into the 
layers of dust; then as the storm 
heightens, the dust turning to mud; 
and finally pools of water, glistening 
and cool, appear—spring and April 
come. Slow and halting: the first 
premature flowers—Johnny-jump-ups, 
blue periwinkle, golden jasmine, cro- 
cus—shoot up to be buried in snow. 
Then as the tempo of spring heightens, 
more appear—snowdrops, the rue- 
anemones, glory-of-the-snow, Greek 
windflower, leucothoe—bursts of color 
on the snow which now turns grey and 
melts, swelling the rustling, tumbling 
brooks of spring. Then forsythia, the 
redbud and the English daisies bloom 
—spring spreads across the land, 
April’s here! 

Last year I kept a garden diary dur- 
ing April. ‘Looking through it today, 
I was astonished at the work we did 
last April. 

On the first of April, a brisk day— 
ice on the puddles, wind in the trees 
—we repaired a dry stone wall by our 
bed of mint. As we worked, we en- 
joyed the vivid blue of running-myrtle 
(Vinca minor). Daffodils were in 
bloom beside the garden path. The 
night before had been raw and rainy 
—daffodils love such weather. 

April 2 was clear and cold—a 
frosty, blow-on-knuckles sort of day. 
We set out five new fruit saplings in 
the orchard: a BARTLETT pear, a MIL- 
TON apple, a BELLE OF GEORGIA peach 
and two HowarpD MIRACLE plums. 
All have done well in spite of the ap- 
palling summer drought. We watered 
them well each week, however. Ten 
LATHAM and fifteen SEPTEMBER rasp- 
berry canes were planted, too. We dug 
a deep trench for them, heaping in 
plenty of Bovung (dehydrated cow 
manure) and 5-10-10. 

By midweek it was warm at last— 
April in smiles. We had tea on the 
sheltered west terrace, the first time 
out of doors since October. Winter 
jasmine, in flower off and on since 
February, still gleamed on the wall. 
By the north terrace, the last of the 
snow had yielded to sun by noon. The 
next day, April 4, also sparkled clear 
and warm, too good to last. We made 
the best of it, setting out six violas 
and twenty-four pansies in the terrace

pots and all along the garden borders. 

Time was also found to take down 
and store the burlap screen which pro- 
tected a Chinese holly. Snow stakes 
along the drive were pulled up and 
laid by in the barn. Violets had 
opened in the uncut grass above the 
vegetable patch. Masses of blue and 
white chionodoxa gladdened the space 
between our wildflower bed and the 
corner of the house. 

The seventh of April dawned clear, 
windy and fresh. Lenten-roses were 
in flower under the lilacs. We sprayed 
the pea rows with chlordane against 
grubs, moles and field mice. Sixty- 
six pansies, violas and Johnny-jump- 
ups were planted in various beds and 
borders, by the stone mounting block 
and under the firethorn by the door. 

In flower this seventh of April were 
campernelles, violets, primroses, hardy 
candytuft along the wall, trout lilies 
under the lilacs and masses and masses 
of mertensia, the Virginia bluebell, by 
the spring house. 

The second week of April brought 


| snow—huge wet flakes drifted down 
| all night long. Yet we managed in the 


morning to plant the red Centranthus 
ruber and the white Centranthus 
macrosiphon albus by the herb bed. 
Spicebush showed its first flowers in 
spite of the snow. By tea time, the 
sky was blue again. 

The eleventh of April dawned clear, 
cold and very windy—a throwback to 
March. After pruning three small 
rosebushes in the terrace border, we 
snapped off and cleared away the 6- 
inch stubs of our sunflower. 

By noon, all snow had vanished. 
We spread two baskets of pulverized 
cow manure on the myrtle, over its 
previous mulch of peat. We set six 
Sedum Sieboldi in the dry wall of the 
terrace. 

Three nights of sharp frost fol- 
lowed. This is typical of early April 
and we never mind it. Trees, how- 
ever, were noticeably in flower during 
the day, especially the maples. We 
tucked in twelve English daisies and 
twelve pansies by the great rock near 
our front terrace. The upper vege- 
table garden was ploughed—almost a 
month too late for us. 

Two kindly helpers, an old man and 
a young lad, cleared the drainage 
ditches near the spring. Manure was 
spaded deeply into the cutting-row-to- 
be. Stones were raked off the edges of 
the lawn where the snow plough had 
tossed them months before. What a 
hash such stones can make of lawn 
mower blades. Four additional double 
rows of peas were seeded—very late 
for them; we usually try to get them in 
by St. Patrick’s Day. Two rows of 
white onions, one row of spinach, one- 
third row of early beets, one-sixth row 
of radishes and one-sixth row of let-

None of the partridge-berries 
survived. Who knows why? 


Warm weather seemed as far off as | 
ever, yet we transplanted primroses | 


and heartsease by the great rock. A 
seed bed was prepared for sweet peas 
—a good deal later than we had 
hoped. WHITE GIANT, LAVENDER, 
PEARL BUCK, KATE SMITH, HELEN 
Hayes and WAVE were the ones we 
tried. They did not do very well when 
the heat of May caught up with them. 
We spread 3000 pounds of pulverized 
sheep manure 4 inches deep on the 
lower third of the asparagus bed. 
Quite a task. Star-of-Bethlehem shoots 
had first been weeded out; they can 
be a pest. In spite of the cool weather, 
we had tea on the sunny terrace be- 
side the flowering quince and flower- 
ing almond. Narcissus incomparabilis 
was in bloom near the fragrant hya- 
cinths. Bluebirds were drifting and 
dipping about the orchard trees.

By April 23, white wake-robins 
were in flower and the peach trees 
were huge pink clouds of bloom.

Tree tops were greening, gaining no- 
ticeably between morning and sunset.

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lowed by a windy afternoon—Phlox 
canadensis bloomed, with spires of 
bugle-weed (ajuga) and tufts of foam- 
flower and wood violets for company. 
Our washed-out beets were replanted 
the next day. That afternoon in light 
rain we transplanted several clusters 
of Dutchmans-breeches. Then we cele- 
brated spring with our first aspara- 
gus for supper. 

Sun and showers, warmth and chill 
still alternated during the last week 
of April. A tortoise, his shell coated 
with hibernation mud, arrived in the 
vegetable garden. In flower were 
dwarf iris and violets near the herb 
bed. A robin was building her nest in 
the PEACH BLow rose by the library. 

We mowed the lawn for the first 
time on the twenty-eighth, a clear 
warm day. Screens were fetched from 
the barn and scrubbed; flies won't 
wait. The BARTLETT pear, Anemone 
fulgens and perennial flax bloomed in 
the morning. Taking advantage of the 
sweet weather, we planted in the 
lower border four Salvia Pitcheri, 
four achillea, four thalictrum, four 
lythrum (MoRDEN’s GLEAM), four 
Platycodon grandiflorum Mariesi al- 
bum, four veronica (WHITE ICICLE), 
four liatris, and four spider-lilies. 
Near the wildflower bed we set out 
coral-bells and columbine. 

Warm weather was here to stay, so 
we removed all the banked earth from 
the roses. The dead heads of daffodils 
were cut off, their leaves left to feed 
the bulbs below. A scarlet tanager 
kept us company. Wrens were setting 
up housekeeping in the maples. Wild 
geese winged north overhead. We 
moved fifteen more liverworts, putting 
a cool moist stone under each to dupli- 
cate their wild environment. 

When we had time, a gift of black 
raspberry canes was planted and our 
new Burford hollies were fed with 
Holly-tone and mulched with peat. 
The new dogwood and the rowan were 
likewise mulched. This time a catbird 
came to see us work. Apple trees were 
in blossom. Lilies were breaking from 
their tightly rolled bulbs. We had our 
first fresh rhubarb for breakfast and 
dug twenty-five holes for lima bean 
poles on the strength of it. 

Leaves were leaping; meadows 
were richly green. Under the lilacs we 
noticed wild columbine and _ wild 
cranesbill. Watercress was in bloom 
beside the spring. 

April ended, as it should, with sun 
and warming weather. We got the 
new quince in, a troublesome job of 
lifting. The silver-bells (halesia) 
broke suddenly into showers of 
bloom. April had been a glorious 
month, quick with life and change, 
constantly daring us to risk its quirks. 
And risk them we did—with a joy 
that is with us still.®

and rereading Liberty Hyde 

Bailey's famous Cyclopedia of 
Horticulture, it never occurred to me 
that just a few years later I would be 
traveling with him searching for rare 
Zombi palms in Haiti. 

I had gone alone on my first trip to 
the tropics to spend the summer wan- 
dering through the remotest parts of 
Haiti, collecting plants. Soon after I 
arrived in Haiti, officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture invited me to go 
with them in a government truck to the 
seldom-visited southwest part of Haiti. 
It was rumored that Dr. Bailey was 
somewhere in Hispaniola, but our 
chance of meeting him appeared very 
remote. 


T MY TEENS when I was reading 


As we were leaving Jeremie early 
that morning, the wildly colorful sun- 
rise seemed to portend some unusual 
event. An especially violent storm had 
swept the whole region the previous 
night. Our route lay across several 
raging rivers without bridges. The ad- 
ventures of the day started as we 
hazardously forded one river and were 
nearly inundated in the center of an- 
other. A few minutes later, as we 
climbed upward along the precarious 
mountain trail, we were forced to stop 
abruptly, for a landslide roaring into 
the valley below had just dragged most 
of the road with it. A tumble of 
mashed trees and ripped jungle vines 
littered the great gash in the hillside. 

Shortly after, another car came to a 
sudden gtop on the other side of the 
gap. Three men stepped out—a driver, 
a Haitian official, and an. elderly 
American. The American was tall and 
slender; he spoke and walked with 
dignity and authority; he was Liberty 
Hyde Bailey, America’s foremost hor- 
ticulturist. 

A temporary bridge of trees was 
built and our car lumbered across. 
Dr. Bailey’s party decided it would be

wise to turn back with us to Les Cayes, 
the little town they had left that morn- 
ing. 

It was odd for two American bota- 
nists to meet in such a remote area of 
Haiti in 1939; even in Port-au-Prince, 
Americans were not commonly seen. 
Dr. Bailey insisted I change my plans 
and go along with him for his remain- 
ing six days in Haiti. Nothing could 
have pleased me more. He, too, had 
come to Haiti alone, but there the 
similarity between us ended. He was 
eighty-two years old and world famous. 
I was twenty-seven and just starting on 
a botanical career. 

During a quick lunch in Les Cayes, 
we made plans to search for the rare 
Zombi palms in northern Haiti. We 
returned to Port-au-Prince to reorgan- 
ize for this new trip. On the way back

I had my introduction to Dr. Bailey’s 
hardiness and an insight into his philo- 
sophical approach to trouble. The trip 
was made through another terrifying 
storm, which blotted out the lights of 
the car in full daylight. After dark we 
plowed on through rivers of mud and 
water and climaxed the eventful day 
just outside Port-au-Prince with a flat 
tire. It was as nothing to Dr. Bailey, 
who had traveled 250,000 miles about 
the world collecting plants. 

Two days later we began our search 
for the Zombi palms. As the trip pro- 
gressed, Dr. Bailey told me of his boy- 
hood in the Michigan wilderness where 
he was born in 1858 and of his 
family’s struggles in that rugged coun- 
try. His early playmates had been In- 
dian children. He had gone with them

Americans, who are already conditioned to prepackaged foods, greet 


with enthusiasm the advent of plants in “take-home” flats or pots

vay NOT SO MUCH THAT I'M LAZY, although I guess I 
am,” said the little grey-haired man in the grey flannel 
suit, his grey eyes twinkling. “It’s more that I’m plain 
ignorant.” He folded his newspaper and leaned across the 
aisle of the commuter coach. 

“For years, my next-door neighbor’s garden has been the 
envy of the block. Everyone says he has a green thumb. 
But there has to be more than thumb involved, believe me, 
because I’m all thumbs with growing plants. 

“I envy my neighbor the joy and satisfaction he gets 
from gardening. He has the knowledge, experience, skill 
and time, which most of us who commute don’t have. He 
knows how, when, and where to take cuttings and all the 
techniques of grafting, budding and air layering. 

“And when it comes to growing tender annuals and 
perennials from seed, he knows just what he’s doing.” 

The little grey man grinned ruefully. “I even had the 
guy buy my seed for me last year—the same seed he uses. 
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So, what happened?” His eyebrows shot up quizzically. 
“As usual, his flats of seedlings were green, sturfy and 
healthy. Mine were spindly, sparse and a sickly jaundiced 
color—that is, those that germinated at all. 

“We held a post-mortem,” he smiled, “my neighbor and 
I. Seems I’d been too anxious. I'd sown some seed too 
early and the seedlings didn’t get enough light. I'd tried to 
germinate zinnias and snapdragons at the same temperature 
and the temperature wasn’t right for either—too low for 
zinnias, too high for snapdragons. I didn’t know anything 
about pricking off. Almost everything I’d done was wrong 
and I was discouraged.” 

The little grey man moved across the aisle of the coach. 
“My neighbor felt sorry for me,” he continued. “So, big- 
heartedly, he dug some plants out of his flats for me. I was 
just getting ready to set them out when unexpected com- 
pany dropped in. The next day it rained. When I finally 
got to the plants, it was too late. The roots had dried out.

I was ready to give up in disgust when my neighbor came 
to the rescue once more. 

“As the result of his suggestion my annual garden, too, 
is the envy of the block. I don’t say it’s as good as my 
neighbor’s—probably never will be because he has the 
know-how and the time I'll never have. But it won’t take a 
back seat to any other garden in the block.” 

He looked out the coach window. “Hey!” he yelled, 
“this is my stop! Tell you my success story tomorrow!” 
And he scuttled down the aisle, brief case thumping against 
his legs. 

The story the little grey man told the next evening is 
one that thousands of other home gardeners could tell with 
equal pride and satisfaction. He told how he’d achieved an 
annual garden from scratch, with started plants. 

But the story is bigger than that. It is the story of a 
revolution in home gardening which makes it possible for 
the lazy, unskilled, timid or last-minute gardener to achieve 
spectacular results. The experienced gardener, too, is taking 
advantage of this new age in home gardening. 

The revolution, in three words—modern plant containers. 

The plants sold a few years back were usually dug out 
of flats with little soil about the roots. If they were not 
transplanted carefully losses ran high. Today, in many 
parts of the country, plants are offered almost exclusively 
in small containers called Market-Paks, which hold a dozen 
or more plants. 

Americans, who are accustomed to buying premixed 
packaged cakes and complete frozen dinners, now find the 
new modern containers filled with started plants as con- 
venient and timesaving as pre-prepared foods. 

Americans are conditioned to self-service. They like 
being able to select their own plants in by-the-dozen con- 
tainers or packs without having to wait for a clerk to dig 
the plants out of a flat. They like being able to transfer 
sturdy plants to the garden plot at their convenience, rather 
than at the convenience of the plants. By purchasing some 
plants already in bloom, even the most unskilled are able 
to achieve a complete garden on the very day they decide to 
have one! 

Many skilled gardeners, too, are using plants from mod- 
ern containers. They find it particularly advantageous to 
buy slow-to-start plants, such as petunias, already growing. 
These they interplant with other sections of the annual 
border which have been sown direct with seeds of such 
fast-germinating annuals as zinnias and alyssum. 

Some commercial growers offer annual plants in in- 
dividual containers—pots or plant bands. While generally 
somewhat more expensive on a per-plant basis, pot-grown 
annuals have all the advantages of those grown in packs 
plus other advantages as well. 

Usually, pot-grown plants have been spaced out, or 
separated, during the last week in the greenhouse or frames. 
This spacing allows for full development without crowd- 
ing. Also, transplanted from pots, plant roots receive even 
less damage and shock than when they are removed from 
a plant pack. 

The ultimate in plant quality and convenience in handling 
plants is reached in a new kind of pot made of compressed 
peat, generally known as the Jiffy-Pot. [SEE Pace 126]

Roses in pots— 
plant spring, 


summer or fall

TS STORY OF TODAY'S ROSES is exciting—new varieties, 
new ways to use them in the garden and new ways to 
buy them. Until recently roses could only be planted in the 
spring or fall and the gardener who missed these conven- 
tional times had to wait six months for the next planting 
season. Today the rose planting season encompasses every 
gardening day. What has brought about this change? 
Roses sold already growing in pots or large cans now make 
it possible for gardeners to enjoy a rose plant in full leaf 
and even in full bloom within minutes of having the idea. 
A whole rose garden in bud or bloom may be planted in a 
matter of a few hours. 

When winter postpones most garden activity in the 
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Northern states, except for ordering roses from color cata- 
logs, many nurserymen are busy potting up dormant rose 
plants for spring, summer and fall sales. They select va- 
rieties with care and grow only those which they have 
found perform best under local conditions. The plants are 
skillfully potted in rich loam with the graft union set neither 
too deep nor too high. Canes will be properly pruned and 
the roots will have ample time to become well established 
before the planting season. 

After purchasing potted roses there is no need for ur- 
gency in getting them into the ground. A few days or 
weeks in the pots will not harm them so long as they 
receive regular watering. This allows time for deciding on 
where bushes will be planted and for properly preparing 
the soil. 

Many new home grounds, especially where the de- 
velopers’ bulldozers have run wild, do not have a good 
depth of loamy soil. As a hole is dug for a rose plant, all 
the good soil, usually near the surface, should be saved and 
later used. Poor soil should be discarded and replaced with 
good loam. Planting time is the last time the gardener will 
be downstairs, under the roots of the plant, and he should 
take advantage of the opportunity to use nothing but good 
materials. He can deceive himself or his nurseryman, but 
he cannot fool the roots of the rose; either they find good 
growing conditions or they struggle to stay alive in the 
poverty of a barren soil. 

Local soil conditions vary so widely that no exact formula 
of soil preparation is practical everywhere. Rose roots 
enjoy a soil that begins with good rich loam, that is well 
drained but with a good water-holding capacity. Materials 
that encourage good growth include compost, rotted ma- 
nure, peat moss, vermiculite, sand and fertilizer. 

How deep should roses be planted? The proper depth 
will vary for different sections of the country, the amount 
of severe weather being one of the determining factors. 
The most tender part of a rose plant is the “elbow” where 
the desired kind of rose was budded or grafted to the wild 
root understock. In warmer areas one may plant a rose 
with the elbow at, or slightly above, ground level. Gar- 
deners in the cold northern sections must protect the graft 
against winter damage by planting it about 2 inches below 
the soil surface. Roses sold in pots are usually set at the 
proper depth by the nurseryman. However, it is well to 
check on this point when planting and make any adjust- 
ment that is necessary. 

After digging out a good hole at least 2 feet in diameter 
and depth, fill back a prepared soil mixture sufficient to 
support the bush at the proper depth. Firm this mound of 
soil so that it will not settle. 

Rose bushes purchased in tapered cans will slide out with 
roots and soil intact if the can is inverted and tapped on a 
solid object. Straight sided cans can be cut on two opposite 
sides and bent away from the roots. Most nurserymen have 
a special tool for slitting the cans; heavy tin snips can be 
used. Thin paper pots may be left on the plants and will 
soon disintegrate in the soil; heavy paper pots should be 
removed. 

Pots should always be removed with care so thai the new 
white roots on the outside of soil ball will not be disturbed. 
The simplest way to do this with a paper pot is to first 
cut or tear off the bottom of the pot. Then set plant at 
proper depth in hole and with a sharp knife slit one side 
of pot and peel pot away from soil. Never allow roots 
to dry out. If you have to leave the plant exposed even for 
a few minutes, cover roots with damp burlap. 

Directions for planting dormant bare-root roses always 
make a point of spreading roots out care- [SEE Pace 118]

Underplanting 


for extra bloom 









by JOSEPHINE NUESE 


ID YOU KNOW that almost all trees, shrubs and ever- 
D greens can be underplanted to give additional bloom 
to the surrounding area? You can select either 
plants whose blooming time will coincide with that of the 
host tree or shrub—thus achieving a spectacular display 
for a few weeks—or an underplanting which will flower 
either before or after the host plant—thus achieving two 
separate periods of bloom in that area. It depends on which 
you prefer and your way of life. 

I once knew a woman who had worked this out to per- 
fection. Because she went to the seashore every summer, 
she didn’t much care what the garden looked like from 
June to September. May was her big month. For the last 
three weeks in May her small place was a gardener’s dream 
come true; and she did all her entertaining during that 
period. When she came back in September, asters and 
chrysanthemums set out in spring combined with the 
evergreen shrub background for a beautiful fall display. 

I stopped in one day in May; I have never forgotten the 
scene. At every level the eye was caught and enchanted by 
delicate color drifts which were repeated with subtle varia- 
tions throughout the whole area. It was the result of long 
and thoughtful planning, of trial and error and of plain 
hard work in getting the right plantings established. Yet, 
once established, annual maintenance was easy. It had to 
be: she did everything herself each spring—and there were 
three small children and all the housework, too. 

A group of three white dogwoods in a corner of the 
property was underplanted with pale yellow primroses. 
This pale yellow was caught up again close by, in the 
lifting sprays of a FATHER Huco rose underplanted with 
the soft, lavender-blue Phlox divaricata. This laveuder-

blue was repeated in the tall French lilacs. Under these 
lilacs spread mats of aubrieta, deeper lavenders to dark 
purples. These colors were continued in the nearby tulips 
which rose from a foam of pale blue Jacobs-ladder. This 
blue note was repeated across the lawn in sheets of spring- 
flowering forget-me-nots (Myosotis alpestris) which car- 
peted the ground under a crimson crab-apple tree. 

Whites were there too, for contrast and emphasis: the 
strong white of evergreen candytuft (Iberis sempervirens 
SNOWFLAKE) edging the tulips and Jacobs-ladder; the 
delicate white of arabis with its beautiful silvery foliage, 
set against the dark strength of yews in a half-shady loca- 
tion; masses of white tulips rising from the feathery. 
silvery grey of low junipers where the evergreen planting 
swung back into full sun. 

All these plantings, even without bloom, would be en- 
duringly beautiful throughout the summer. The candytuft, 
clipped back after flowering to keep it neat and compact, 
would form a low evergreen edging for the fall-blooming 
asters which were set out each spring between the groups 
of purple tulips. The arabis, also clipped back after bloom- 
ing to preserve compactness, would be summer-long 
cushions of silver foliage against the dark yews. In the 
sunny part of this evergreen drift, pale pink chrysanthe- 
mums (set out in spring between the white tulips) would 
give fall bloom against the silvery junipers. 

Yet summer maintenance of all this beauty was slight. 
A high school boy came in once a week to check on weeds, 
feed the tulips for next spring’s bloom, trim back the 
candytuft and arabis, stake and spray the asters, pinch 
back the chrysanthemums and water when necessary. He 
averaged less than an hour a week, exclusive of lawn care. 
Without the close underplanting, a good deal more weed- 
ing and watering would have been necessary. 

But perhaps you live in an acid-soil area where such 
lime-loving plants as lilacs, candytuft, arabis and aubrieta 
don’t do so well; you can still achieve spectacular spring 
effects by underplanting dogwood or FATHER [SEE PAGE 143]

Ways to use herbs in the home 


Herbs are the friends of cooks— 


how to preserve and use them

“WHAT IS AN HERB?” said the medieval monk Alcuin 
to the Emperor Charlemagne. Answered Charlemagne: 
“Tne friend of the physician and the praise of cooks.” 

iy In Charlemagne’s an- 
swer lies the essential fact 
about herbs—they are use- 
ful plants. Though gar- 
deners have always loved 
herbs for the beauty of the 
plants—as witness the 
words of the Roman poet 
Virgil: .“all about let 
there be luxuriant growth 
of green Cassia and wild 
thyme”—the fundamental 
reason for their constant popularity throughout the cen- 
turies was their usefulness. The common names of many 
herbs were derived from their uses. Soapwort (wort is 
an old word meaning root or plant) “when bruised and 
agitated with water raises a lather like soap which easily 
washes greasy spots out of clothes”; pewterwort was a 
scouring herb; bellyache root cured stomach-aches; lurk- 
in-the-ditch (pennyroyal) was pulled up from wet 
ditches where it grows and, after being used as an insect 
repellant, was cooked for pigs. It was then called 
pudding-grass. 

Herbs were, and are, divided into three classifications 
according to their uses—potherbs (culinary), medicinal 
herbs and strewing herbs (those scattered on floors to 
give a pleasing scent when walked upon). 

While most medicinal herbs were distilled for “cures” 
in a room just off the kitchen called the stillroom, 
potherbs and strewing herbs were used fresh during 
their growing season and dried for winter. 

Potherbs were grown in the 
kitchen garden. Sage was used 
chiefly to season poultry stuffings, 
as it is today. Parsley, thyme, 
rosemary and marjoram have al- 
ways flavored meats, soups and 
stews. Dill remains a pickling 
herb and its seeds, dried or fresh, 
are an important ingredient of fish 
sauces. Catnip, once used for 
herb tea, is now served exclusively 
to cats. Angelica and lovage are 
celery scented and their leaves are 
a substitute for [SEE PAGE 113}

HERBS HAVE BRIGHTENED 
snowbound windows in Amer- 
ica since Miles Standish was a 
boy. In the days of the Pilgrims 
no self-respecting housewife was 
without her pots of herbs for 
scents of summer and for flavor- 
ing jams, jellies and countless 
other dishes during the long 
bone-piercing winters. But in ’, 
the intervening years, as perfumes and spices became 
easier to obtain, other house plants replaced herbs on 
the window sill. 

Now, along with starched petticoats, deacons’ benches 
and bustles, herbs are coming back into their own as 
house plants. Among the herbs best suited for use as 
house plants are the scented-leaved geraniums. 

The scented-leaved geraniums have a wide range of 
types, sizes and colors of foliage and flowers. There is 
the trailing vine type, the dwarf bushy kind and the huge 
shrublike varieties, which will reach a height and spread 
of 3 to 4 feet. Colors of foliage include all shades of 
green from delicate pastels to the brightest of glossy 
darks trimmed with cream or white. Scented-leaved 
geraniums bloom in a multitude of colors—white, laven- 
der, cerise, orange-red and many others. 

There is FINGER BOWL 
(Pelargonium crispum mi- 
nor) for that spot where 
a low, drooping plant is 
best. FINGER Bow L has a 
strong citronella scent and 
tiny fernlike, short-stemmed 
leaves on trailing runners. 
It is a unique plant, far re- 
moved from one’s usual idea an : 
of a geranium, but a true ae 
member of the family. P. crispum 

Another wandering variety is peppermint (P. tomen- 
tosum). Its large, grapelike leaves look as though they 
have been cut from a piece of light-green felt. Pepper- 
mint, as the name implies, gives off a powerful odor of 
peppermint when bruised or lightly touched. 

Nutmeg (P. fragrans), another vinelike variety, has 
delicate little white flowers; the leaves are round, light 
green, slightly scalloped and closely spaced on fast- 
growing, trailing tendrils.

spring burst of daffodils and tulips and the warm 

midsummer glow of phlox? It is bearded iris, one 
of the most lovely and stalwart of all perennials. Its 
flower form is ethereal and unique—perhaps its closest 
counterpart deing the orchid. Bursting forth from a tightly 
folded tapering bud the flower unfolds in a matter of hours 
—gracefully ruffled falls curve downwards like a bouffant 
skirt and the pert upright standards reach skyward. Colors? 
Not just purple, yellow and blue but ebony blue-black, 
sea-foam chartreuse, wisteria-blue, cantaloupe-pink and 
goldei-brown to name only a few. As enchanting as word 
descriptions are, they fall far short of the actual beauty and 
color of iris. It won’t take you long to make this discovery. 

The group of iris known as bearded iris (characterized 
by a strip of hairy growth on each fall) is the most widely 
grown and the notes that follow refer to this group. Other 
interesting iris types will be featured in the May, June, 
July and August issues of FLOWER GrRowER, the Home 
Garden Magazine. 

For spring color in the rock garden or the front of 
the border the perky dwarf iris are ideal. These grow 
from 6 to 10 inches tall and generally flower with the 
daffodils and tulips. The tall bearded iris flower later, 
the earliest varieties with late tulips, and continue for 
a month or more if varieties are selected carefully. Most 
iris catalogs indicate approximate blooming dates for each 
variety—early, mid-season or late. Heights are also indi- 
cated and should be considered in planning a mixed border. 

These iris must have sun and good drainage to grow well. 
Other plants should not be permitted to crowd iris or 
ramble over the roots as continued dampness encourages 
rhizome rot. 

Most plants are offered for sale in July and August just 
after flowering although it is sometimes possible to buy 
plants in early spring or later in pots. Most plants flower 
the year following planting. The thick root of the iris, 
called a rhizome, is technically a fleshy underground stem 
from which extend the thin stringy roots. Purchased plants 
will have a‘fan of leaves trimmed back to 3 or 4 inches. 

When planting dig soil deeply. If soil is very heavy 
work in organic matter and sand. If, on the other hand, 
soil is so sandy that it dries out rapidly, add organic matter 
to help retain moisture. Too much fertilizer, especially 
nitrogen, is to be avoided. When preparing the soil for 
planting scratch a light dusting of 5-10-5 fertilizer into the 
soil, When possible prepare soil two weeks in advance of 
planting so that soil will settle. 

The rhizome should be covered with a very thin layer 
of soil and the stringy roots spread out carefully to each 
side of the rhizome. To obtain a good display in a short 
time space three rhizomes of one variety in a triangular

pattern 10 inches apart with the growing points or noses 
facing towards the center. Firm soil and water thoroughly. 

A few excellent moderately priced varieties are listed 
below. WuitE—New Snow, Spanish Peaks, Snow Flurry; 
BLuE—Helen McGregor, Blue Rhythm, Chivalry, Pierre 
Menard; BLack-vioLET—Sable, Black Forest; PURPLE— 
Elmohr, Grand Canyon; PINK sHADES—Pink Cameo, 
Happy Birthday, Pink Formal; YELLow—Golden Fleece, 
Moonlight Sonata, Mystic Melody; CoppER-BRONZE—Sun-

Iris are particularly effective in a mixed perennial border. 
Day-lilies make fine companion plants, their gracefully 
arching leaves contrasting with the rather stiff iris foliage. 
About the time iris fade, the day-lilies commence to flower. 
Other excellent perennials to use with iris include colum- 
bine, Shasta daisy, Oriental poppy, astilbe, delphinium and 
peony.—MaArGarRET C. OHLANDER

es “(i VISITORS SEE OUR ACRES of hybrid day-lilies 
t they can’t buy enough,” said a well-known 
commercial grower, “but many folks don’t 
even know these beauties exist. They may have seen the 
yellow and orange species which have escaped to way- 
sides and grow like wildflowers but never realized what 
the hybridizers have accomplished in recent years. And 
when I tell them that they’re hardy and easy to grow 

in sun or shade my sale is made.” 

Indeed, day-lilies are one of our most useful and 
beautiful perennials. Along the moist banks of a stream 
or around any body of water, in a lightly shaded, se- 
questered nook or on a sun-drenched slope, day-lilies 
may be relied on for good looks in bloom and out. Use 
them alone for accent or combined with other peren- 
nials—iris, Oriental poppy and columbine are particu- 
larly fine companions. 

A good day-lily catalog wili help in planning a garden.

It is the great diversity of the flowers that provides 
the urge to collect. Petals and sepals, each usually three 
in number and equally showy, may be smooth or ruffled 
edged; veins and midribs may be indistinct or prominent; 
color may be solid or petals one color and sepals an- 
other; and the eye zone may be variously marked. 

The roots of day-lilies are fleshy. They are trans- 
planted readily at almost any time of the year but are 
generally shipped from nurseries in early spring or after 
flowering when they are in a dormant state. Although 
not particular as to soil requirements, they benefit from 
a little extra care. Adequate drainage is an important 
requisite. If water puddles on the soil surface due to a 
high clay content, some sand or organic matter should 
be worked into the soil. Although day-lilies are very 
tolerant of drought they do better with steady moisture 
so if soil is very sandy and subject to drying add organic 
matter to help retain water. Little fertilizer will be 
necessary on good garden loam. 

When planting, spread roots carefully and set the plant 
so that the point where roots and foliage meet will be 
no deeper than 1 inch below the surface of the soil. 
Work soil carefully about the roots, firm and water 
heavily. Too deep planting may cause lack of vigor. 
Set the plants about 2 feet apart. 

Care after planting requires only that weeds be pulled. 
Cultivation should be shallow so that day-lily roots are 
not disturbed. For old established [See Pace 109]

and provide rich accents

PEOPLE WITH SHADE on their property have a special 
problem when it comes to gardening. Not many plants 
will bloom as profusely in shade as they do in sun. 
One must look to the garden design, to contrast in 
foliage and form, as well as to flowers, to make the 
shady garden attractive. 

Hostas are plants which seem to grow as well in 
shade as in sun. Once they are established, their bloom 
is profuse in light shade; a little less in dense shade. 
Their foliage is so interesting and combines so well with 
other foliage that they are a joy. Besides, their leaves 
are wonderful for flower arrangements. To let one of 
the varieties take over a shady corner is to assure a good 
picking place for hosta foliage. 

When I first became interested in hostas, I was sur- 
prised to find so many varieties. I had known them only 
as “fountains” of lance-shaped foliage with scraggly blue 
flowers in midsummer. I discovered there were at least 
fourteen different varieties listed in one of the catalogs, 
and a number of others about whose names there 
seemed to be quite a botanical difference of opinion. 

For instance, there is one variety which I bought as 
Hosta glauca. It has large, roundish leaves with a sort 
of seersucker look in the center which sometimes draws 
the leaves into almost a cup shape. It grows rather 
slowly but its clump of blue-green foliage is so unusual 
that it makes a fascinating plant for the shady garden. 
The flowers are white. Some people argue that it is not 
“glauca” at all, but H. sieboldiana. Hosta sieboldiana, 
in my garden, has leaves not quite so “blue.” They are 
larger and more pointed than H. glauca’s and often 
dwarf the flower stalks with their blossoms of palest 
lavender. Furthermore, the whole plant seems freer 
in its growing habits so more space must be allotted to it. 
However, both plants are excellent shady garden sub- 
jects; the foliage is fine for cutting and I shall continue 
to enjoy them as two separate varieties, as does L. H. 
Bailey. (In his Standard Cyclopedia of Horticulture, H. 
glauca is listed as a variety of H. sieboldiana.)

handsome combinations

WELCOME INDEED is the emergence of the coleus and 
the caladium from years of traditional usage in park 
and railway station plantings. Today gardeners, flower 
arrangers and interior decorators are becoming increas- 
ingly aware of the unlimited decorative possibilities of 
these two foliage plants. And furthermore, the ease 
with which they are grown, their constant show of color, 
their preference for semi-shade, where most other plants 
refuse to thrive, and the wide range of colors and pat- 
terns make them two of our most valuable annuals. 

The new fancy-leaved caladiums are truly magnificent. 
(These are not to be confused with Colocasia escu- 
lenta, commonly called caladium-elephant ears.) The 
gigantic leaves of these modern caladiums are red, pink 
or white, with intricate markings and variations in these 
colors. They are as colorful as any summer flower and 
they have no off season, no faded bloom to be kept cut 
and no special cultural demands. 

Owners and decorators of modern homes hail these 
caladiums with delight. They are first choice among 
material needed to give masses of living color and 
dramatic detail to the clean, uncluttered lines of modern 
decor. Their ability to thrive in shaded interiors further 
recommends their use. From the new, named varieties, 
colors and combinations of tones may be chosen to 
harmonize with any color scheme. 

To the flower arranger, caladiums are the answer to 
many problems. They possess color, accent, line, foliage 
contrast and a touch of the exotic—all ingredients of 
value in a flower arrangement. 

To the gardener, caladiums have myriads of uses. For 
example, in that shady spot by the garage, caladiums 
combined with such shade-tolerant plants as impatiens, 
begonias, nicotianas, violas, etc., form attractive effects. 
Used to face down or conceal maturing plants or bulbs 
or scantily foliaged material, caladiums are ideal. For 
example, a half dozen caladium tubers set in front of 
such shade-requiring Oriental poppies as Jessie Curtis, 
LAVENDER QUEEN, etc., will conceal their browning, 
maturing foliage; they add foliage inter- [SEE Pace 121] 
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Coleus, in the container in front of the door, white-leaved caladiums and 
three or four hosta plants make an attractive grouping in doorway garden.

Q. What is the best time to kill 
dandelions in the lawn? 

A. As soon as air temperature is 
above 70°, spray with a 2,4-D mixture. 
Dandelion plants are weak after a 
period of winter dormancy and are 
most easily killed early in the season. 

Q. How early can gladiolus be safely 
planted? 

A. As early as the soil can be 
worked, corms may be planted. Larg- 
est corms will produce the earliest 
flowers. Make succession plantings for 
continuous bloom. 

Q. I sheared my arbor-vitae hedge 
but now it is covered with dead stubs. 
How can I bring it back? 

A. You can’t. You cut off all the 
one-year-old wood that contained the 
live buds. Older wood will not pro- 
duce new growth. 

Q. My peonies produce buds but 
these turn brown and never open. 
What causes this and how can I pre- 
vent it? 

A. Plants are infected with the fun- 
gus botrytis. The fungus usually at- 
tacks as the shoots break through the 
soil in spring. Spray as soon as foliage 
appears with captan and repeat at in- 
tervals until flowers appear. 

Q. When should I remove the mulch 
from strawberry plants? 

A. The leaves of the plants usually 
are just peeking through the mulch 
about the time the first robin appears. 
Gradually uncover the plants so that 
all of the leaves are exposed by the 
time first tulips show color. 

Q. My chrysanthemums lose all 
their lower leaves by the time they 
bloom. How can this be prevented? 

A. You probably never divide the 
clumps in spring; doing this will en- 
courage good growth. Separate plants 
into single stem divisions each spring. 
Spray with captan every ten days until 
after the second pinch, usually about 
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July 4, to control fungus which may 
destroy lower leaves. 

Q. How do I handle an amaryllis 
bulb so it will bloom again? 

A. Set potted bulb outdoors in light 
shade after frost danger is past. Plunge 
pot up to rim in soil rather than re- 
moving it from pot. Feed at least twice 
during the summer with a complete 
fertilizer, either dry or liquid. When 
night temperature drops to 45° bring 
indoors. Keep fairly [SEE PAGE 127] 


Southern 
Ramblings

(Meridian, Mississippi) 


Q. My neighbor always insists on 
Starting chrysanthemum cuttings each 
year. What real advantage is there in 
planting cuttings rather than divisions 
from the old clumps? 

A. Chrysanthemums are subject to 
several serious fungous diseases, and 
when divisions are planted the diseases 
are invariably carried along. Cuttings 
taken from rapidly growing plants are 
quite apt to be free from disease. Here 
in the Deep South plants grown from 
woody slips are frequently attacked by 
termites, while those from freshly 
rooted cuttings rarely are. 

Q. When is the best time to set out 
chrysanthemum cuttings in the Mid- 
South? 

A. Many gardeners like to plant the 
garden varieties from the middle of 
March through April and May. 

Q. When should chrysanthemums 
have their first pinching? 

A. When the plants are about 4 
inches high. 

Q. Some of my azaleas grew long 
canes last year, some of which carried 
flower clusters several feet above the 
main body of the plant. This gives the 
plants an odd appearance. Will it in- 
jure the plants to remove these long 
shoots? 

A. No, indeed. Immediately after 


flowering, cut them back, down to the 
main body of the plant. 

Q. Will it be satisfactory to mix 
fungicides and insecticides together for 
spraying my roses and other flowers? 

A. Some preparations are compati- 
ble and may be mixed, others must not 
be. If the labels on the containers do 
not clear the matter for you, you had 
better ask your garden supply dealer 
or use a prepared mixture. 

Q. My old pillar rose has been neg- 
lected for several years and now the 
growth is slow and the flowers are few 
and small. How may I bring it back? 

A. If there are several canes from 
the ground, as is usually the case with 
these roses, cut out some of the older 
ones near the ground, thin out the 
small blind twigs and dead branches, 
cultivate lightly and feed the plant 
abundantly. In about two months feed 
it again and water if needed. 

Q. Is there any difference between 
the hardy and tropical water-lilies ex- 
cept in degree of winter hardiness? 
When should each type be planted? 

A. The tropicals have a much wider 
range of color than the hardy kinds; 
they bloom longer [SEE Pace 127] 


West Coast 
Pointers

Q. How can you make a jacaranda 
tree bloom? We've had one for about 
five years and, although growth is nice 
and green, no flowers appear. We're 
anxious to have some of those fabulous 
blue blooms! 

A. The blooming habits of the jac- 
aranda are unpredictable. Some of 
them never blossom properly due to 
the character of the tree, while others 
are very erratic, blooming well one 
year and not the next. Usually they 
do not produce many blossoms until 
6 or 7 years old, rarely in the first 
year. No special care is necessary ex- 
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cept regular irrigation and some fer- 
tilizer each year. And the more heat 
the better, as this tree hails from 
Brazil. 

Q. Our rhododendron produced new 
leaves but has not bloomed. It is still 
in the wooden tub it came in. Should 
we remove it from the tub and should 
anything be added to the soil? 

A. Your rhododendron preferably 
should be transplanted to outside soil 
where it gets filtered sun or only early 
morning or evening sun. Provide an 
acid soil and mulch occasionally with 
peat moss. Treat the ground with Diel- 
drin granules to prevent soil pests. 
Feed lightly with commercial fertilizer 
(acid reaction) or cottonseed meal or 
a mixture of the two every other month 
during the growing season. These 
plants do best in moist climates; that’s 
why the San Francisco Bay area is 
one of the best in the world for 
rhododendrons. 

Q. Is the nectarine a cross between 
two other fruits? 

A. No. It is a peach, developed 
from a sport or :nutation growth which 
produced fuzzless peaches. 

Q. I have a ti log and was told to 
stand it on end in %4 inch of water. 
It is beginning to sprout but hasn’t any 
roots. Can it be planted in a pot? 

A. Ti pieces are set upright in water 
in a shallow vase as you have done. 
It takes a rather long time for either 
roots or leaf growth to start. They 
seem to do best in water—which 
should be frequently changed—or in 
moist peat moss. 

Q. Can you recommend a chemical 
to kill poison oak that will not damage 
the soil for rose bushes? 

A. Use a 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T brush 
killer. This product is better than one 
with straight 2,4-D alone. Be sure the 
poison oak shrubs are in full leaf be- 
fore applying the brush killer—you 
will get a better kill. 

Q. The leaves on my tangelo tree 
are curled. What is the trouble and 
remedy? 

A. The curling is from aphids which 
attack the leaves as they first start to 
grow causing them to become curled 
and distorted. Control the aphids in 
early spring with an all-purpose lin-

dane-DDT-malathion preparation. 

Q. What causes celery to grow seed 
stalks before plants are ready to har- 
vest? 

A. Seed stalks in celery are pro- 
duced by erratic soil moisture and 
sudden changes in weather, particu- 
larly low temperatures when the plants 
are young. 

Q. Can you give me some informa- 
tion on the ventilation requirements 
of a small greenhouse? 

A. Open ventilator daily, even if 
only a mere crack, for a short time. 
Avoid drafts by opening on the side 
opposite to the wind. [SEE Pace 128] 


Northwest 
Pointers

Q. The leaves of our camellias are 
turning yellow. What is the cause and 
suggested remedy? 

A. Chlorosis, or over-all yellowing, 
indicates a lack of nitrogen or other 
elements in the plant’s diet. In camel- 
lias it is generally due to excessive 
alkalinity in the soil or insufficient 
nitrogen. To increase soil acidity use 
aluminum suiphate; to supply nitrogen 
use a fertilizer containing nitrogen 
alone or a good general fertilizer 
formulated for camellias. 

Q. The leaves on my camellias are 
covered with black soot. I tried wash- 
ing this off and in the process noticed 
some insects. What should be done? 

A. The insects were aphids. The 
black sooty mold grows in the sticky 
deposit of the aphids. Use a DDT or 
malathion spray every ten days until 
aphids disappear. 

Q. Last year my tuberous begonias 
were covered with mildew. What can 
I do this year to prevent it? 

A. Regular use of a sulfur spray or 
dust will prevent the occurrence of 
mildew. 

Q. May iris be planted this month? 


A. Yes, plant from now until June. 
Set rhizomes so they barely show above 
soil surface and water thoroughly. 

Q. Should a perennial border be 
fertilized now? 

A. Yes. Work a complete fertilizer 
in about the base of the plants and 
water thoroughly. Avoid getting the 
fertilizer on the foliage as this may 
cause injury. 

Q. Is it necessary to spray peonies? 
I find many ants on the buds. 

A. Ants are attracted by the sweet 
secretion of the buds. They do no 
direct harm but may spread the botry- 
tis fungus which causes the buds to 
blast. Chlordane, sprinkled about the 
base of plants, will control the ants. 
It is good practice to sprinkle dry 
bordeaux over the area just before 
shoots come through. As_ shoots 
emerge they become covered with the 
dust and are protected against the 
fungus. Spray or dust with bordeaux 
at weekly intervals until flowers open. 

Q. When should 1 take up crocus 
corms for transplanting to a new lo- 
cation? 

A. Move corms in [SEE Pace 128]

Q. Some time ago I received twelve 
strelitzia (bird-of-paradise) seeds from 
Honolulu. These I planted in a prop- 
agating case and I now have two seed- 
lings which have grown to a height of 
about 14% inches. When shall I trans- 
plant these into a pot? Should I use 
progressive-sized pots, that is, start with 
2-inch and as each plant grows larger 
shift to 24% or 3-inch pot and so on? 

A. Strelitzia Reginae, as you know, 
is a warm-house plant. I would sug- 
gest that you pot the seedlings, one to 
a pot, when they have grown to a 
height of about 2 inches. Use a mix-

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NORTHERN LAWNS: how 


This is Part II of a three-part series on lawns throughout 
the United States by Robert W. Schery, Director of the 
Better Lawn and Turf Institute. Part I, which started on 
page 29 of the March issue, covered Southern lawns. This 
installment is on Northern lawns—what to do now for a 
successful summer lawn. Part Ill, which will appear in the 
May issue of FLOWER GRowER, will discuss lawns in your 
landscape and garden. April hints and tips for Southern 
lawns appear in the box below. 


A look at Southern lawn problems 


@ Rye “winter grass” is ending its useful life over 
most of the South, giving way to onsweeping 
Bermuda. Mow closely, seed bare spots, feed. 


@ Hulled Bermuda—hulls removed from seed— 
sprouts more quickly than unhulled seed; 7 days 
instead of two or three weeks. Use hulled seed 
where watering will be limited or where weeds 
are likely to get a head start. Hulled seed con- 
tains about 50 per cent more seed per pound than 
unhulled seed so can be sown at lighter rates. 


@ In the Deep South, sprig or plug the following 
for special places: St. Augustine for shade; zoysia 
in light shade and for “show” lawns; selected 
Bermudas for full sun; and centipede for less fer- 
tile soils. With a long growing season ahead, 
these will have time to make sod before winter. 


e Vegetative plantings benefit from weed control. 
Don’t use weed killers on new seedlings; wait 
until grass is old enough to have had several 
mowings. Late chickweed, plantain, dandelion, 
henbit, speedwell and shepherd's purse will fall 
to 2,4-D or 2,4,5-TP. Oxalis and clover are killed 
by 2,4,5-T. Treatments of DSMA kill crab-grass. 


@ There are no “miracle” grasses. Ophiopogon 
(mondo) is a member of the lily family and makes 
a good ground cover but is not recommended as 
a mowed lawn. Zoysia, a beautiful and reason- 
ably trouble-free grass once knitted into a sod, is 
no more immune to drought than other Southern 
grass species. It also needs regular weeding 
during the leng period of establishment. Dichon- 
dra is excellent for mown sward. It is more en- 
during in climates drier than the humid South. 


@ In the upper South, Kentucky blue-grass can 
usually be grown, at least under such favored con- 
ditions as shade, north slopes and fertile soils. 
Cut high—3 inches; overseed in autumn to thicken. 


an eye towards the trying summer season. Any 

Northern gardener who has scattered a few pounds 
of blue-grass mix can grow good grass in April—coping 
with July is another story. Much of what you do now will 
determine the success of your lawn in the summer months 
ahead. 

Let’s first tackle the toughest section of the North—the 
middle latitudes. This includes most of Missouri and north- 
ern Kansas, dipping down to central New Mexico whose 
better-than-5,000-foot elevation makes “North” out of the , 
South. Because of the elevation of Lookout Mountain, 
blue-grass does well around Chattanooga; thus this area is 
“North” for our purpose, even though Tennesseeans may 
disagree. Dr. J. K. Underwood at the University of Tennes- 
see claims it is possible to grow blue-grass anywhere 
in Tennessee—even Memphis. For this, however, there are 
special requirements such as early seeding and feeding and 
mowing several inches high. 

The April feeding in this border region will probably 
be the last heavy feeding on Northern-style lawns until 
September. You should avoid sending blue-grass and fine 
fescue into summer too lush, or having too much nourish- 
ment on hand for crab-grass or volunteer Bermuda, which 
make such hay in summer. 

North of the Ohio valley, lawns can be managed more 
leniently. The cooler summers in this region permit some 
abuses, such as close mowing, untimely seeding and im- 
pulsive feeding. When rains are plentiful, blue-grass sown 
in June in Ohio can make a good sod. In order to work 
along with the weather it is best to complete new lawn 
seeding or the bolster seeding of thin turfs just as soon as 
possible. Crisp nights and pleasant days are the tonic 
supreme for Northern grasses. 

A seed mixture relying mostly on Kentucky blue-grass 
(including ARBORETUM, DELTA, MERION, PARK, TROY or 
others) and red fescue (creeping red, ILLAHEE, PENNLAWN, 
RAINIER, TRINITY) fills the bill nicely. Avoid appreciable 
rye-grass content or other coarse and temporary hay grasses. 
Since blue-grass runs more than two million seeds to the 
pound, a blue-grass and fescue mixture should be sown 
at the rate of about 3 pounds for each 1,000 square feet 
for new lawns. Half this amount would be about right for 
refurbishing old sod. The most uniform distribution will 
be obtained by using a spreader-seeder. When sowing by 
hand, it is recommended that the seed be mixed with ferti- 
lizer, sawdust, cornmeal or similar materials to double the 
volume. Then you can cast handfuls with some assurance 
of not over-dosing certain spots while impoverishing others. 

The seed must come in contact with the soil to sprout 
and become self-supporting. Therefore when repairing an 
established lawn, dead vegetation should be raked off leav- 
ing as much bare soil as possible. If the surface is scratched 
in raking, so much the better, as these scuff marks make 
admirable lodging sites for the tiny seeds. If the soil isn’t

soggy wet, a small tractor with the disc set straight will 
cleave the surface, producing seed-catching grooves. Late 
frosts in Northern states produce pocks and cracks into 
which scattered seed may “melt” when the soil thaws. In- 
cidentally, a frosted soil of an early morning makes a fine 
firm footing for pushing the wheeled spreader. 

Seedbeds for new lawns are readied by churning up the 
soil so the surface is pebbled with marble-sized chunks. Do 
this when it is moderately dry. Rake the surface and seed. 
Avoid tilling heavy wet soils as even the weight of heavy 
equipment causes compaction by closing pore spaces 
opened by winter freezing. 

After all seeding is completed, feeding established lawns 
should be the next job. To improve color and thicken turf 
for its inevitable fight against weeds, use a 10-5-5 lawn 
fertilizer (10 per cent nitrogen, 5 
per cent phosphate and potash) or 
one of similar analysis, at the rate of 
10 pounds per 1,000 square feet; 
double this amount on new seed- 
beds. One of the best defenses 
against crab-grass, which is certain 
to be around whenever tempera- 
tures reach 60°, is a tight sod mown 
tall to shade the soil. Crab-grass 
seldom crowds through thick blue- 
grass when cut |! to 3 inches high. 
Early fertilization which promotes 
grass ahead of the weeds is the 
lawnman’s most potent ally. 

If feeding deters weeds, a ferti- 
lizer-weed killer should be doubly 
effective. Most of these combina- 
tions are formulated with 2,4-D, the 
coup-de-grace for dandelions, plan- 
tains and most spring weeds, ap- 
plied when the temperature is over 
50°. As weeds gradually twist and 
wither from the 2,4-D, the fertilizer 
urges uninhibited grass into the 
voids. Of course, applications of 
2,4-D should be repeated through- 
out the spring. 

The pre-emergence weed killers 
that lie in wait at the soil surface to 
deal lethally with all sprouting 
seeds—grass or weed—can be ap- 
plied in April, Obviously, these are 
not for use around new seedlings. 
One formulation based on arsenicals 
can be applied at this season with 
little fear of turf discoloration. 
Blue-grass is notably able to stand 
up to chemicals, but fescue and 
bent-grass may burn in warmer

weather. The arsenicals generally endure for years in the 
soil, ready to catch annuals such as crab-grass whenever 
temperatures turn favorable for sprouting. 

Although it may be a bit early for lawn picnics and the 
ants that always accompany them, insecticide treatment 
may be in order at this season. Insecticides will be espe- 
cially needed where moles are evident as they feed on soil 
insects. Also, insecticides will be needed where hordes 
of white grubs customarily chew grass roots into oblivion. 
Whole sections of sod infested with grubs may lift like a 
carpet, the roots completely severed. Lead arsenate was 
for years the customary grub-proofer and seems to have 
helped control annual grasses as well. But because it must 
be applied at such heavy rates—say 25 pounds per 1,000 
square feet—it is an expensive treatment. [SEE Pace 123]

How to erow and use them

Azaleas grow well at the edge of wooded areas or in partial 
shade on the north side of a house or hedge where plants have 
reflected but no direct sunlight all day. Mature evergreen 
azaleas, even though not in bloom, have great value as green 
backgrounds or accents for the garden in summer and winter. 
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the azalea. From all the plants of the past, there have 

evolved few flowering shrubs offering more facets of 
loveliness and, wisely selected, greater adaptability to di- 
verse climatic conditions than the azaleas. 

The flowers of azaleas have a remarkable color range 
white and yellow, orange, scarlet, crimson, and purple, 
with an array of intermediate hues of various intensities. 
There are vivid and sparkling shades, pastel tints, pure 
whites, and striped, flecked, or sectored designs as well as 
self-colored flowers with or without conspicuously con- 
trasting throats or blotches (eyes). 

The single flowers have five petals and five to ten 
stamens, but there are also semidouble and double flowers 
with stamens like petals and, in addition, all of these may 
be of the hose-in-hose form with sepals like petals. Flowers 
may be from three-eighths inch to four to five inches across. 
They may be funnel-formed with a narrow tube gradually 
expanding upward; rarely campanulate with a bell-shaped 
tube, or rotate with a wheel of petals flaring from a short 
tube. Bloom is abundant, not scanty with a two-to-four 
month panorama, depending on climate. Outside the far 
South, bloom tends to come in a burst. 

Wherever you live, for each region in the eastern half 
of the country, and also in the greater part of the Pacific 
coastal area, you can select hardy azaleas for outdoor use. 
These include both evergreen and deciduous shrubs from 
six-inch dwarfs to ten-foot giants. Ultimately some grow 
taller and become small trees. Some azaleas are spreading, 
some upright; some dense, some open. All azaleas tolerate 
shade; most of them prefer it. They are, indeed, at home 
in the shady garden. 

With such a range of forms, the landscape possibilities 
are tremendous, especially since, whether of native or 
foreign origin, azaleas usually blend well into the landscape 
and architecture of the regions where they are grown in this 
country. At the same time, a collection of old plants 
affords excellent cut flowers. If pruning [SEE Pace 102] 
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Rhododendrons in Portland, Ore. 


SOME RHODODENDRONS or their deciduous 
counterpart, the azalea, will grow almost any- 
where, as Frederic P. Lee states on the opposite 
page. However, there is no doubt that these 
beautiful flowering shrubs especially thrive in 
the Pacific Northwest. The two photographs 
here were taken by Ray Atkeson in the Ameri- 
can Rhododendron Society Test Garden in 
Portland, Oregon. Other test gardens are in 
the Morris Arboretum, Philadelphia, Pa., and 
in Seattle, Wash. 

Ihe Portland test garden was established in 
October, 1950, and there are now over 2,500 
specimen plants which, when in flower, delight 
the senses of both rhododendron gardeners, 
residents and visitors. The test garden is lo- 
cated on Crystal Spring Lake Island. Such 
trees as the western cedar, Douglas fir, pin 
oak, magnolia and holly provide a setting and 
canopy of shade for the rhododendrons.

Grow lots of flowers... 


for your garden's 


sake and for cutting

flowers all summer—full of flowers to enjoy in the 

garden and with enough to cut every day or so to make 
bouquets for indoor enjoyment? And what about flowers 
indoors—flower arrangements, to use the formal term—do 
all of them have to be as elaborately planned and studied 
as the pieces seen in flower show niches? How do you get 
beginners interested in flower arrangement in the first place? 
And how do you get avid flower arrangers interested in 
planning and planting gardens with the same zest they 
expend when executing a flower arrangement for their 
local garden club show? 

These and many other questions, which have been bother- 
ing three of FLOWER GROWER’s editors, Marjorie Johnson, 
Peggy Ohlander and Allianora Rosse, were the basis for this 
two-part feature on seed packet gardens and easy arrange- 
ments that can be made from them. All three of us believe 
that flower arranging can be uncomplicated and painless, 
especially when a few of the inevitable basic principles are 
explored first. But before the cutting stage, seeds must be 
sown and plants must be set out, for we really believe that 
flower arranging is more fun if you grow your own flowers 
—and grow them well and in an attractive fashion rather 
than a helter-skelter hodgepodge. 

The garden on the opposite page was first introduced to 
FLOWER GROWER readers in the April 1957 issue on page 
64. Actually it is just the mid-section of a long, 125-foot 
border which is from 10 to 12 feet wide. Gracious, many 
reader; may say, that’s more garden than I have either the

if IT POSSIBLE TO HAVE AN ATTRACTIVE GARDEN full of 


time or space for! Yet consider that the part of the garden 
shown and the plants in it can be adapted to much less 
space and different conditions, resulting in a garden 
pleasant to look at and at the same time full of potential 
bouquets, elaborate or simple as determined by your time, 
taste and needs. And so this garden, or the part of it 
reproduced in FLOWER GROWER, should answer the first 
question in this article. 

This garden happens to be near the seashore, in very 
sandy ‘soil and mostly in sun with some areas getting light 
shade at various parts of the day. All of these conditions 
are sympathetic toward the strivings of annuals—those 
plants which can be started from seed in the spring and 
then flower during the summer and finally die in late fall 
—but then most soils and climates in our country are 
suitable for annuals. 

There is still plenty of time to order seed packets from 
mail-order concerns which send out catalogs, or seeds can 
be purchased at garden centers, hardware stores or super- 
markets from display racks. A third possibility, a lifesaver 
if you are a last-minute gardener who has missed the best 
time for sowing seeds, is to visit florists or other grower 
outlets where thriving, chunky, potted plants on the verge 
of flowering may be bought ready to plant, pot and all. 
(See story on page 66.) 

While annuals are generally easy to grow from seed, give 
quick results for the least effort and expense and are ideal 
for cutting, there are many perennials, such as delphinium 
and gaillardia, which can be grown from seed (see “Peren- 
nials from Seed,” page 12). If started soon enough, many 
perennials may even flower the first year. Their main ad- 
vantage, of course, is that unlike annuals, they will bloom 
year after year. Still other kinds of plants—gladiolus, 
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dahlias and tuberous begonias, all with bulblike root struc- 
tures—are grown in this garden and are equally attractive 
when cut for indoor arrangements. 

These and many other plants suitable for cutting and 
display are listed on page 97. There are a hundred and one 
ways that all or just a few can be used, depending on space 
and the gardener’s own desires. Where the object is to fill 
up a good deal of space, as in the seashore border on page 
94, all of the plants listed on page 97 can be used to 
advantage. 

In this garden, you will find, starting from the top left- 
hand part of the garden and working in zigzag fashion 
down the page, the following: celosia GoLDEN FLEECE 
(yellow); cosmos GLoria (pink-rose); cleome HELEN 
CAMPBELL (white); African marigold LEMON QUEEN; 
lilliput zinnia SALMON Gem; Salvia farinacea BLUE BEDDER 
(blue-spiked flowers); giant zinnia QUEEN ELIZABETH 
(deep rose); petunia ELk’s PURPLE; centaurea JUBILEE 
Gem; French marigold BUTTERBALL; petunia SNOWSTORM; 
sweet-alyssum (white border); petunia Gypsy. The green- 
ish, bladder-shaped seed pods in the right foreground 
belong to Hibiscus trionum, flower-of-an-hour, which is 
aptly named and, at least in this garden, not successful 
enough to be grown again. (It was on trial from England 
where perhaps it gives a better show.) The cosmos 
GLoria, obtained from Samuel Dobie in Chester, England, 


was excellent and flowered well all summer, It is a deep 
pink color. 

A further look at the color photograph will show that 
the plants listed have been planted in generous groups, 
often in drifts that tend to carry the eye from one kind of 
plant to the next. If a garden like this one is going to be 
as harmonious and in balance with its surroundings as a 
vase of well-arranged cut flowers indoors, height of flowers, 
their colors and forms must be considered. As shown in 
the photograph, in addition to setting out the plants in 
large groups to give maximum mass effects, thought has 
been given to the arranging of the plants in relation to each 
other—tall plants in the center (this border happened to be 
four-sided), medium-height plants stepping down from 
them to really low-growing plants along the edges. Spike- 
flowered annuals such as blue salvia, yellow celosia and 
the white spiderlike cleome have been contrasted as often 
as possible against the globular flower heads of zinnias 
and marigolds. Cosmos GLORIA makes a graceful tall 
accent among these flower forms. White sweet-alyssum 
provides an informal yet dominant edging behind which 
groupings of various petunia varieties stand out. Elsewhere 
in this garden, the edging material has been varied—dwarf 
marigolds such as BUTTERBALL and PRIMROSE GEM have 
been used; petunias have been brought directly to the edge.

and display include dahlia (Coltness and Unwin mixtures 
grown from seed), verbena, nasturtium (Dobie’s SALMON 
GLEAM was most attractive with long stems ideal for easy 
picking and arranging), lavatera LovELINEsS, calliopsis, 
calendula, Chinese forget-me-not (cynoglossum), annual 
babys-breath, annual phlox, scabiosa, snapdragon and 
TrIsoMic stock, which flowered all summer, in heat 
and drought. MINIATURE PRIMROSE, a pale yellow Cali- 
fornia-poppy, was charming while it lasted, but it was not 
able to survive the summer dryness and heat. 

Perennials, which extend the flowering season at both 
ends, include pansy and viola, pyrethrum, lavender Hip- 
COTE BLUE which does better each year, hybrid delphinium 
and Delphinium grandiflorum, perennial babys-breath, 
lythrum MorpeENn’s PINK, penstemon Rose ELF, phlox 
Miss LINGARD and WHITE ADMIRAL, echinops (globe- 
thistle) TapLow BLUE and varieties of chrysanthemums. 

For gardeners who don’t want to make their own plan, 
there is a suggested garden on page 96. Its dimensions may 
not coincide exactly with your space but adaptations in 
size and shape are easy. If you plan a larger and longer 
border, simply repeat the plant groupings. 

While planning and planting a border of mixed annuals 
is the greatest challenge and the most fun, there are other 
ways to use annuals. Beds of one or two kinds of plants 
can be effective. Even the rather tall stiff-flowered zinnias 
seem adaptable to bedding, as shown in the above photo- 
graph. However, petunias, ageratum, sweet-alyssum and 
dwarf marigolds—all low-growing annuals—are more gen- 
erally used for bedding purposes. 

Other ways in which annuals can be used are bound to 
be found once the initial effort is made. The main point 
is to get started so you can have the excitement of picking 
your own flowers this summer and trying your hand at 
some simple yet satisfying arrangements. Peggy Ohlander, 
on the next few pages, shows how quick yet attractive ar- 
rangements of garden flowers can be made. The flowers 
used were picked in the border of annuals shown on page 
94 and arranged by the three editors.®

The white flowers are good for 
cutting or garden effect. 

COSMOS: Graceful in garden and in bouquets. 
“Pinkie” and “Purity” are pink and white varieties. 
CENTAUREA OR BACHELORS-BUTTON: Quick and 
easy from seed. Cornflower-blue varieties are 
best. For change, try Centaurea americana. 
DAHLIA: Also quick and easy from seed, coming 
into flower about as soon as most zinnias. “Sun- 
burst” is new mixture of semi-double types;

STOCK: Unless your summers are cool, grow only 
“Trisomic” varieties which have double flowers 
and keep blooming, even in heat and drought.

“Sungold” is double golden yellow, 
5 feet tall; “Dwarf Sungold,” 15 inches tall. 
VERBENA: Best to buy started plants or grow from 
seed in greenhouse or cold frame.

Bouquets for every room— 


arranging them is half the fun

PIKES OF SNAPDRAGONS, moon-faced zinnias and dainty 
tJ babys-breath—these are but a sampling of the infinite 
variety of garden flowers you may grow for summer 
bouquets. With a few vases of varying size and shape, 
some holders to help you position the flowers and an ample 
supply of blossoms from your garden, it is a pleasant task 
to keep flowers in every room in the house throughout the 
summer. 

You say you never know where to begin? That’s quite 
natural, but a little practice and a few pointers are all 
that’s needed to give you confidence. Look carefully at the: 
three simple arrangements shown above. What do they all 
have in common? 

Each bouquet has a design, such as fan, crescent or tri- 
angle. This is clearly shown in the diagrammatic sketches 
at right. There are many more possibilities but use these 
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as starting points. The curve of a stem may suggest the 
design. 

Each bouquet is in balance with the container. There 
are no hard and fast rules to govern this; luckily, most 
people have a natural ability to fashion pleasing balance. 

Each bouquet contains two flower forms, spike and 
round. This makes a good combination (not mandatory): 
the spikey flowers provide a silhouette and establish the line 
of the arrangement, and the rounded forms give contrast 
and a center of interest. It’s easier to place the outline 
flowers or spikes first, then fill in with rounded forms. 

Each bouquet has a center of interest created by using 
flowers of contrasting color, size gradation or by closer 
placement. 

Learn by doing, have fun and give new sparkle to your 
home with flowers. More pointers to guide you follow.

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Pitfalls Avoided 


The first striking change between the arrangement at 
right and the one above is the substitution of the snap- 
dragon spikes for the cosmos. This was done to obtain 
contrast of flower form. An arrangement can be made 
attractive with but one flower form if buds and small 
blooms are used with larger ones. 

The large zinnias have been placed low in the con- 
tainer so that instead of being out of balance they 
provide a center of interest. Other ways to establish 
a focal point are by using flowers of contrasting colors, 
the strongest color towards the center, or by closer 
flower placement at the point of interest than that used 
about the perimeter of the arrangement. 

The outline or silhouette has been made interesting 
by virtue of the curved snapdragon stems, which have 
been carefully placed to help establish a planned design 
—in this case a triangle. Spike-formed flowers are par- 
ticularly useful when a curved line is needed. 

The wire flower holder is no longer visible but has 
been carefully covered. Also, instead of the entire con- 
tainer showing it has been partially hidden by flowers— 
a rule which it is generally well to adhere to. 


Pitfalls To Avoid 


Four very common errors that can 
mar the beauty of a flower arrange- 
ment are described below and shown 
in an exaggerated way in the photo- 
graph at left. Errors are corrected in 
the arrangement shown below. 


Top-heavy: Heavy flowers at top over- 
balance the smaller ones below. A 
good rule is to use buds and small 
flowers about the margins with the 
larger ones towards the center. 


Crossed stems: A note of confusion 
is struck when stems cross. Flower 
heads could be put in same position, 
but with stems not crossing, merely 
by repositioning stems in the holder. 


Uninteresting silhouette: Rounded 
flower forms facing in every direc- 
tion present a discordant outline. 
An arrangement that follows a basic 
design will have greater eye appeal. 


Holder visible: Since holders are 
not decorative they should be made 
inconspicuous. Some flowers or fo- 
liage should be nearer the container.

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Azaleas in Your Garden 


[FROM PAGE 92] becomes desirable to 
shape plants, this may be done during 
the blooming period and the cut 
branches used for decoration. 

Azaleas require a minimum of care 
and are not expensive to maintain. 
Their requirements, while different 
from those of most shrubs, are simple. 
Large old plants are valuable and 
costly today; but since azaleas are 
long-lived, the purchase and growing 
of inexpensive small plants of the bet- 
ter varieties can become a source of 
financial, as well as esthetic, return. 

Some forty-five of the species and 
3,000 named cultivated varieties are 
available to gardeners in the United 
States. Most of these azaleas grow in 
this country; others are readily im- 
ported. Altogether there are about 
seventy species and 4,800 named cul- 
tivated varieties. Many of the latter 
have disappeared through failure to 
gain acceptance among gardeners or 
through supersedure by newer and su- 
perior cultivated varieties. Many 
others will disappear, but by no means 
are all newly cultivated varieties su- 
perior. Apparently life is a competitive 
economic struggle—even for azaleas. 

Azaleas are long-lived plants, and 
their beauty increases with size and 
age. 

Plants growing in the Arnold Arbo- 
retum near Boston, Massachusetts, are 
fifty to seventy-five years old, and they 
are still flourishing. These include 
such species as the sweet azalea (Rho- 
dodendron arborescens), the flame 
azalea (R. calendulacum), the roseshell 
azalea (R. roseum), the kaempfer 
azalea (R. kaempferi), the pinxter- 
bloom azalea (R. nudiflorum), the royal 
azalea (R. schlippenbachi), the pink- 
shell azalea (R. vaseyi), and the swamp 
azalea (R. viscosum). Many of the 
Ghent and Arnold hybrids have been 
growing there nearly as long. This is 
true also of even so unsatisfactory a 
species as the Pontica azalea (R. fla- 
vum). 

Some of the Southern Indian azaleas, 
now on display at Magnolia Gardens 
near Charleston, South Carolina, were 
planted a century ago. The large 
kurume and kaempferi hybrids at the 
home of Henry F. du Pont, at Winter- 
thur, Delaware, are more than thirty 
years old, and some of the kurume 
introductions of 1917 are still thriving 
in pots in the greenhouses of John S. 
Ames at North Easton, Massachusetts. 

Even the oldest of our azaleas in 
cultivation in this country are still too 
young for us to chart life-expectancy 
tables, but at least the owner of a well- 
established and cared-for plant can 
know that, with reasonable care and 
barring accidents, his azalea is likely 
to outlive him and his children. 








Azaleas are best suited to the in- 
formal garden with some shade. This 
may be a woodland garden where 
plants grow in filtered sunlight under 
tall, deciduous trees, trimmed to fifteen 
or twenty feet above the ground; or it 
may be a garden in an open glade. 
Azaleas grow well at the edge of 
wooded areas or in partial shade on the 
north side of a house or hedge where 
plants have reflected, but no direct, 
sunlight all day. Again, an open site, 
where direct sun reaches them not 
more than three or four hours a day, is 
suitable. 

Azaleas can also be grown in full 
sun or partial shade in open borders 
as background for perennials, annuals, 
and bulbs. Evergreen azaleas are hand- 
some as foundation plantings or, occa- 
sionally, with pruning, as low hedges 
or edgings. Some evergreen types are 
dense enough and tall enough (even to 
eight feet) for hedges and screens. 
They will not, in the long run, do as 
well in full sun as in partial shade, 
particularly in warmer climates at low 
elevations. This is especially true of 
deciduous kinds. Neither do azaleas 
do so well as isolated specimens as in 
groups. 

The lower growing evergreen azaleas 
may be used to face down taller ever- 
green privets, rhododendrons, hollies, 
osmanthus, aucubas, and camellias; 
also yews and medium-height conifers. 
Dwarf azaleas are fine for rock gardens 
or as low shrub ground covers. For 
such purposes, select varieties of the 
indica azalea (R. indicum), the dwarf 
indica azalea (R. indicum var. eriocar- 
pum), and other Satsuki azaleas; also 
the Yerkes-Pryor dwarf kurumes, 
when these become available. 

Mature evergreen azaleas, even 
though not in bloom, have great value 
as green backgrounds or accents for 
the garden both in summer and winter. 
Furthermore, many evergreen azaleas 
have fine winter leaf coloring. 

Azaleas offer no cultural mysteries 
and have only a few definite require- 
ments; but if they are to be the hand- 
some shrubs we want them to be, these 
preferences must be respected. 

Buy your plants from established, 
reputable nurserymen, preferably those 
who specialize in azaleas. Don’t take 
chances buying from peddlers, tempo- 
rary highway stands, department 
stores, or similar places. ‘Usually their 
selection of species and varieties is 
poor, and frequently plants are in bad 
condition from lack of care or mis- 
handling. Also prices are really high 
in view of the quality received. 

Buy plants with roots in the ball of 
soil in which they were grown. Roots 
should be wrapped in burlap or poly- 
ethylene plastic, or plants can be 
potted. Balled and burlaped plants are 
described as “B & B” in nursery cata- 
logs. Only small plants obtained lo- 
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cally for immediate planting, and 
deciduous azaleas selected in fall or 
spring when dormant and without 
leaves may safely be purchased “bare 
root.” Even so, plants with roots in 
earth are better. 

Always examine the ball of earth. 
Plants with undisturbed root balls are 
best. Sometimes the roots of decidu- 
ous azaleas, after being dug without a 
ball of earth, are dipped in clay mud 
(puddled) before shipment. This is 
not a ball of the true soil in which the 
plant was grown, although the mud 
does protect roots from drying out. 
If the puddled roots are enveloped in 
a ball of clay, and not merely covered 
by a thin coating of it, the clay ball 
should be washed off and the roots 
spread out at planting time. If planted 
with the clay ball intact, roots will 
grow slowly, or not at all. 

Sometimes potted plants are root 
bound, having been held too long in 
too small a pot. When you set out 
such a plant, break up the ball a little 
and spread out the roots. Sometimes 
plants come in balls of pure peat. Dry 
peat is at first resistant to water ab- 
sorption; so shake off the loose peat, 
soak the ball well, and work moist 
soil in among the roots. 

Small (six- to eighteen-inch) plants 
are not only cheaper but usually a bet- 
ter buy than larger plants, since smaller 
plants grow more vigorously and ulti- 
mately make better specimens. How- 
ever, you must give more care to small 
plants for the first two or three years. 
They need protection from animals 
and careless human feet and, in cold 
areas, protection of broken shade. 

If you buy plants in the South from 
areas where azalea and camellia petal 
blight is common, you should, on re- 
ceipt of plants, destroy all flower buds 
showing color and also remove the top 
inch from the ball of soil. 

Azaleas grow best in regions where 
there is some thirty inches of rain a 
year and the soil is at least mildly acid. 
We assume you are not interested in 
artificial growing under irrigation and 
with special soil reconstruction. For 
rewarding results, select a site for 
azaleas— 

1. Having shade from deciduous 
trees whose branches have been 
trimmed high so that sunlight filters 
through, or a more open location but 
with full sun only in the morning or 
afternoon. Shade is especially neces- 
sary in the South where the flowers 
sunburn easily. There, shade from 
semi-evergreen trees is best as azaleas 
bloom mostly before the deciduous 
trees, except pears, are in full enough 
leaf to afford sufficient shade. 

2. With protection from winds by 
trees, hedges, or hills, and not on an 
exposed hilltop. 

3. On hillsides or relatively level

land rather than at the bottom of a 
hill or ravine which is likely to be a 
frost pocket. 

4. Where the soil is not heavy clay 
or pure sand, although added organic 
matter will correct either condition. 

5. Where there is good drainage and 
the soil is not water-logged or subject 
to flooding. 

Azaleas like a loose, crumbly, airy, 
and humusy soil. Mixing in one to six 
inches of organic matter, as leaf mold 
from woods, well-rotted leaves, saw- 
dust, compost, peat moss, or other 
organic materials is advisable if the 
soil you have is light and sandy, heavy 
clay, or is low in humus. Let the mix- 
ture settle a few weeks before planting. 
Some gardeners use sand, as well as 
organic matter, to mix into heavy clay 
soil. 

It is usually more practical to use 
existing soil than to replace it wholly 
or partially. In areas, however, where 
soil is not sufficiently acid or where 
building operations have resulted in 
removal of topsoil or addition of trash 
or mortar or free lime, you may have 
to substitute a considerable amount of 
suitable soil. 

In regions of alkaline or only slightly 
acid soils, pure peat moss may be used 
instead of the existing soil, or a high 
percentage of peat moss may be mixed 
into that soil. 

To be sufficiently acid for azaleas, 
soil should have a pH measurement 
or value not higher than 6.5 or below 
4.0, better 4.5 to 5.5. If the soil is 
above pH 6, add ground sulfur (not 
aluminum sulfate) to increase acidity. 
Do this about a month before you 
plant at the following rate for each 
one-half point of desired reduction in 
pH value, as for example reducing pH 
from 6.0 to 5.5: for a loam soil about 
1.2 pounds or four cups per 100 
square feet; two-thirds that for a sandy 
loam; and one-third that for sand. In 
addition, add about a cup or a half pint 
of ferrous sulfate per 100 square feet. 

For clayey or clay soils, larger 
amounts of sulfur would be required 
to increase acidity and reduce pH 
values. Usually it is difficult to make 
big reductions in the pH of such soils 
without first adding large amounts of 
acid, organic materials. So, also, it is 
difficult to increase acidity and reduce 
the pH of soils over pH 7, that is, 
alkaline soils rich in free lime. In such 
cases, it is better simply to substitute 
an acid soil or peat. 

Once an azalea is planted, do not 
add more than one tablespoon of sulfur 
a year to the soil for a two-foot plant. 

Garden-supply stores carry inex- 
pensive kits for measuring soil acidity. 
Usually, however, the home gardener 
has difficulty in making accurate read- 
ings. The simple procedure is to take 
several small plugs of soil, six inches

deep, from the area to be planted, mix 
to make a composite sample, and mail 
in a clean half-pint ice-cream or other 
carton to your State Agricultural Col- 
lege or Experiment Station. A test will 
be made free or for a nominal charge, 
not only for acidity but also for soil 
deficiencies, and advice will be given 
as to fertilizing. 

Soils differ greatly as to fertilizing 
requirements for good azalea growth. 
If you favor the by-guess and by-gosh 
approach, rake in one of these before 
you plant: 

1. Cottonseed or soybean meal, three 
trowelfuls per 100 square feet. 

2. Mixture of two parts ammonium 
sulfate, three parts ordinary super- 
phosphate, and one part potassium sul- 
fate, two trowelfuls per 100 square 
feet. 

3. One of specially prepared, but 
more expensive, rhododendron and 
camellia fertilizers, using as directed 
on the bag. 

After a plant is established, fertilize 
it with the same materials, using a 
quarter of a trowelful of the meal or 
mixture for a three-foot plant, or the 
special plant foods as directed. Pref- 
erably this should be done any time 
after the ground freezes in winter and 
before new leaf growth appears in 
the spring. Keep in mind that roots 
extend farther out than branches and 
that all fertilizers should be kept away 
from the base of stems. 

Move deciduous azaleas only in late 
fall, winter, or early spring when they 
are without leaves. Transplant ever- 
green azaleas at any time, even when 
in full bloom, but preferably between 
late summer and late spring, including 
winter when the ground is not frozen; 
avoid moving during hot, dry, summer 
weather. If you disturb plants in late 
spring or summer before flower buds 
have set, you may lose next year’s 
bloom. 

Dig a hole large enough to accom- 
modate the roots readily. Forget about 
holes two feet deep and four feet wide 
with rocks or sand at the bottom for 
drainage. Azalea roots know their way 
around any soil in which they can 
grow successfully, and the strength of 
a root is much greater than that of 
your back. Of course, if your soil is 
unsuitable and you are replacing it, 
then the larger the hole the better. 
The more suitable soil you use in filling 
it, the more will be available to the 
plant, roots will spread faster, and the 
amount of summer watering will be 
reduced. 

If the soil is unsuitable because it is 
a heavy clay, don’t set the plant in a 
scooped-out cavity, because water will 
accumulate there and not readily drain 
away. If you have to plant in clay, in- 
corporate copious amounts of organic 
matter in the top six inches of soil

and grade down the surface so that 
water falls away from the plant. In- 
stallation of clay tile is the best remedy 
for poor drainage in heavy clay, but 
such installations are usually impracti- 
cal or too expensive. 

Soak root ball or bare roots for a 
short time before replanting if plants 
have been shipped a considerable dis- 
tance or look wilted. Then let them 
drain a little before you plant. 

As to distances apart, take your 
choice: 

1. Wide spacing permits full de- 
velopment, but such a planting looks 
bare and forlorn for years. Ultimate 
spread is rarely known until after a 
quarter century of growth. 

2. Setting plants close together and 
permitting them to grow into a mass 
looks better from a distance, but in- 
dividual specimens will not develop to 
full size or symmetry. However, the 
effect will be good from the start. 

3. Setting plants close together and 
transplanting and spacing them out 
once or twice as they grow older is 
perfection and more work; but, after 
all, transplanting azaleas is compara- 
tively easy. 

Whether you are setting out a balied- 
and-wrapped plant, a potted plant, a 
bare-root plant, or just shifting a plant 
from nearby with a ball of soil but no 
burlap, do not set the plant lower or 
higher than it was growing previously. 
Do not place heavy soil over the top of 
the ball; rather tuck it in firmly around 
and under the balled roots. Two inches 
of sand or loose compost or other 
organic matter over the ball will do no 
harm, and the plant will then be at the 
proper level after a season of rain. 

If you dig a deep hole and put con- 
siderable loose compost under a plant, 
in time it may settle three or four 
inches and then it will be too low. Use 
fine soil, free of lumps, to fill in around 
bare roots, or use a ball of soil and 
make as good contact as possible with 
adjacent soil but without compacting 
the added soil. 

After a plant is properly set in the 
hole, water it to eliminate large air 
pockets, to wash in soil, and to moisten 
the soil thoroughly right down to the 
base of the root ball or below. Repeat 
after four or five days unless nature 
takes over the watering job with ample 
rains. It may be advisable with large 
plants to form a temporary saucer 
around them with a low circular ridge 
or dike on the surface of the soil around 
the roots. This will hold water in place. 
During the two or three weeks it may 
take for a plant to become adjusted to 
a new site, the soil around the roots 
should not be allowed to dry out. 
Thereafter the transplant requires little 
more moisture than an_ established 
plant.

the first good rain. Spraying the plant, 
particularly if of large size, with a plas- 
tic coating, such as Wilt Pruf, is a 
substitute or supplement for shade 
after transplanting. As the plant be- 
comes re-established and grows, the 
coating will crack, peel, and wash off; 
mulch around a transplanted azalea. 

Organic matter in the soil and as a 
mulch is essential for azaleas. There 
are a number of good materials: (1) 
leaf mold (particularly from under 
hardwood trees, as oaks, or conifers or 
acid-soil shrubs) consisting of soil, 
roots, and partly decomposed. leaves 
or pine needles (pinestraw), twigs, 
bark, and wood; (2) coarse and acid 
peat formed primarily from sphagnum 
moss, or shrubs and trees of the heath 
family, or reeds and sedges; (3) acid 
muck from swamps or streamsides; 
(4) sawdust, wood chips, wood shav- 
ings, redwood fiber, and oak tow; or 
(5) ground or shredded sugar cane 
stalks (bagasse), corncobs, peanut 
hulls, and straw or cotton waste. 

If one of these is mixed into the soil 
or added as a mulch, it should be ac- 
companied by a fertilizer high in 
available nitrogen. (Fertilizers are 
dealt with in more detail in Chapter 
10.) Particularly is this important if 
the organic matter is rather fresh with 
little or no decomposition started. 

If the organic material is well rotted, 
extra plant food is not so necessary. 

Provide a thick, but airy, mulch, 
and keep it on the year round. Use 
pine needles, sawdust, oak leaves, or 
organic matter mentioned above, fresh 
or not fully rotted, about three inches 
deep even in summer, renewing it on 
top yearly as it decomposes under- 
neath. Do not cultivate around azaleas 
with hoe, rake, or other tools. Few 
weeds come through a mulch. Those 
that do, you can readily pull out by 
hand. 

If foliage turns light green or yellow 
in sections between the veins, while the 
veins themselves remain green, iron 
chlorosis—that is, deficiency or un- 
availability of iron—is indicated. If 
leaves turn yellow all over, with brown 
tips and margins, a more complex kind 
of chlorosis is to be suspected. This 
can be corrected by assuring good 
drainage and providing soil of proper 
texture and acidity. 

Iron chlorosis can usually be tempo- 
rarily checked by spraying foliage with 
iron (ferrous) sulfate solution, made 
by dissolving one ounce of the chemi- 
cal in one gallon of water. To make 
the spray stick, add a tablespoon of 
flour (soybean is best, but wheat flour 
will do), first made into a thin paste, 
or one of the commercial spreaders. 
Apply in late afternoon or evening so 
the spray will dry slowly.

the difficulty, improvement in color 
will be noticeable usually within a 
week. A second application may then 
be necessary. If no improvement oc- 
curs, try magnesium sulfate (Epsom 
salts) applied in the same way. 

Instead of spraying, you may apply 
these minerals to the soil at the rate 
of one and one-half pounds, or six 
cups, per 100 square feet, but response 
will be slower. 

Occasionally these materials are not 
effective, but try them first in case of 
iron chlorosis. If they do not do the 
trick, try one of the new products. The 
iron chelates are sold under such 
names as Versene Iron Chelate, Ferro- 
grene, and Versen-ol (Bersworth 
Chemical Company, Framingham, 
Massachusetts); the various Seques- 
trenes (Geigy Chemical Corporation, 
New York); Edco Iron (Edco Cor- 
poration, Ejkton, Maryland); and 
Triangle Iron Chelates (Triangle 
Chemical Company, Macon, Georgia). 
There is also Nu-Iron of the Tennessee 
Corporation, Atlanta, Georgia. These 
new products may be used as dusts or 
sprays on the foliage. Follow the man- 
ufacturer’s instructions carefully be- 
cause the amounts to be used are small, 
and excessive use will injure plants. 
All iron compounds will stain masonry 
and paint. 

Trouble in the graft-union, with re- 
sultant impairment to water conduc- 
tion in the growing season, may give 
the appearance of iron deficiency by 
producing a mosaic type of chlorosis 
in grafted plants. Spraying will not 
cure this, of course. 

Azaleas require little if any pruning. 
Prune only (1) to cut out dead or 
dying wood or to remove branches 
which obstruct walks or driveways; (2) 
to obtain from older plants flowering 
branches for decorative use indoors 
(azaleas are excellent cut flowers); 
(3) to thicken a plant and increase 
bloom the same way a florist does by 
cutting back branches and new shoots 
a few inches in early summer, or (4) 
to make a compact head, rather than 
one that is irregular and open. To 
accomplish this, cut back a few of the 
heavier canes almost to the ground. 
They will be replaced by strong basal 
shoots which will thicken the plant and 
at the same time provide an abundance 
of heavy flower clusters. 

Some deciduous azaleas, notably 
moliis, Ghent, and Knap Hill hybrids, 
do better if older wood is removed as 
soon as it looks just a little unthrifty 
and even if the plant needs no shaping. 
Such cutting encourages vigorous new 
growth from the base. Old, hard wood 
in plants has a tendency to dwindle, 
possibly because of impairment of the 
water-conduction system and conse- 
quent drying out of tissues. Prune im- 
mediately after flowering.®

[FROM Pace 85] clumps a spring feed- 
ing with commercial fertilizer is bene- 
ficial. Plants have been known to 
remain in the same location for twenty- 
five years or more and still continue to 
bloom, but dividing plants every five 
years or so generally increases flower- 
ing. 

Selecting varieties is a fascinating 
pursuit and the opinions and experi- 
ences of other gardeners concerning 
the best varieties are of great help. 
The American Hemerocallis Society is 
a very active organization. Each year 
members vote on their favorite day- 
lily (hemerocallis) varieties. The list 
of one hundred winners appears in the 
yearly handbook of the Society, which 
goes to all members. (American Hem- 
erocallis Society, Mrs. Daisy Ferrick, 
Secretary, 416 Arter Avenue, Topeka, 
Kansas. Membership $3.50 per year.)

[FROM PaGE 81] celery. Fresh burnet 
(cucumber flavored), tarragon (anise 
flavored) and basil (clove scented) 
are used to make herb vinegars. A rose 
geranium leaf placed in the bottom of 
a white cake or a glass of apple jelly 
imparts a nostalgic spiciness. Medici- 
nal teas are made of horehound, lemon 
balm, bee-balm and the mints. Hore- 
hound is candied for cough drops, 
angelica for unusual cake decorations. 
The blue, elfin-cap flowers of borage, 
called cordial flowers, were candied 
and floated on punch. Snuff was made 
at home by drying, pulverizing and 
mixing betony, marjoram, basil, rose- 
mary, lavender and sage. 

Strewing herbs were spread on 
floors, in the path of a bride at her 
wedding and on garden paths at garden 
parties. Sweet woodruff, rose gera- 
nium, lavender, rosemary, southern-

wood and marjoram were strewing 
herbs. They were also used as moth 
preventatives and are to this day made 
into sweet bags or sachets to give fra- 
grance to linens. 

Chives, burnet, pineapple mint and 
a few other herbs lose their pungency 
when dried. Sweet woodruff is fra- 
grant only after it is dried. 

Here is an easy and completely satis- 
factory method of drying herbs: 

1. Harvest all herbs just before the 
buds open into full flower; at that time 
they contain the maximum amount of 
essential oils, on which their flavor 
and fragrance depend. Choose a clear 
morning and cut the stalks just as soon 
as the dew is entirely off the leaves. 

2. Tie the herbs in small bunches 
and hang in full sun on a clothesline 
or tree bough for one hour. 

3. Transfer these bouquets to an 
airy room out of the sun—preferably 
the kitchen. Stretch a line across an 
alcove, between cupboards or in a bay. 
Tie the bunches to it. Be sure they 
do not touch; ventilation must be good. 
Leave them there for several weeks or 
until completely dry. The bunches of 
herbs are interesting and decorative 
as well as fragrant. 

4. Untie the bunches, spread out 
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the sprigs on a newspaper and place in 
a pre-heated 200° oven for about ten 
minutes for final drying. Allow sage 
a bit longer. Remove and cool. 

5. Strip the leaves from the stems 
and discard the stems. If you prefer

pulverized herbs, rub the leaves be- 
tween the palms of your hands. Place 
the dried herbs in a pint fruit or mus- 
tard jar. Screw the cap tightly shut. 
Label all jars. Store in a dark place. 

Never touch one herb and then an- 
other without first washing your hands 
with soap or you will mix their 
essences. Remember that the period 
of herb harvesting is a bit prolonged 
as no two herbs reach the height of 
pungency at exactly the same time. 

There are a variety of other methods 
of preserving herbs. A few of the 
more useful ones follow: 

To freeze herbs—Carefully wash 
and clean herbs. Discard stems and 
poor leaves. Make little bundles of 
each herb in the approximate amount 
you would use at one time. Wrap the 
bundies in aluminum foil. The leaves 
should be arranged and wrapped so 
that the finished package is flat and 
oblong. Place the packages in a tin 
candy box. A pound-sized container 
will hold enough of one kind of herb to 
last through the winter. Chives will 
not freeze satisfactorily; mint and tar- 
ragon retain their flavor very well 
when frozen. Probably the best way 
to preserve parsley is to freeze it. 

To candy angelica—Cut several 
stalks back to the ground at any time 
during the summer. Peel the hollow 
stems and submerge in a pot of warm 
water. Place over a low fire until the 
stems turn very green. Dry on a paper 
towel. Estimate the number of cups 
of angelica you have. To an equal 
amount of sugar, add a few drops of 
rose water and enough water to make 
a liquid. Boil to a syrup. Add the 
angelica and bring to a quick boil. 
Remove from heat and add a few 
drops of green vegetable coloring. Re- 
move stems and spread on a paper 
towel to dry. Cut in tiny pieces cross- 
wise with a very sharp knife. Use to 
decorate cake frostings. This is an 
old English Christmas recipe.

move one cup of horehound leaves 
from the woody stems and wash. Add 
one cup of water and simmer, keeping 
the leaves pressed down into the liquid 
until the water is dark and has boiled 
down to about % cup. Add this % 
cup of horehound liquid to 1% cups 
sugar, ¥3 cup butter and 2 cup water. 
Pour into a buttered pan, cool slightly 
and cut into small rectangles. 

To make a pomander—Select a firm 
orange, lemon or lime. Stick whole 
cloves into the fruit until it is com- 
pletely covered—prick the skin with a 
sharp knitting needle and insert the 


clove. Press a small bent piece of wire 
into the center of the fruit. Make a 
loop at the end through which a rib- 
bon can be tied. Roll the clove-stuck 
fruit in cinnamon and shake off the ex- 
cess. Hang by a ribbon in a closet; the 
pomander will impart its delicious 
fragrance to the closet and contents 
and repel moths. 

To make a potpourri or rose jar— 
Gather rose petals when rose is at 
the peak of bloom. Pack them in a 
glass or china jar which has a tight 
cover. Between every 2-inch layer of 
petals, sprinkle 2 teaspoons of salt. 
Add more layers of petals and salt to 
the jar each day until it is full. Keep 
in a dark, dry, cool place for one 
week. Then spread out the petals on 
a paper towel and loosen them care- 
fully. Mix the following ingredients 
thoroughly and sift well through the 
petals in a large bowl: 

Y% ounce violet-scented talcum 

powder 

ounce orris root 
teaspoon mace 
teaspoon cinnamon 

Y2 teaspoon cloves 

4 drops oil of rose geranium 
Add the following very slowly: 

20 drops eucalyptus oil 

10 drops bergamot 

2 drams alcohol 

Repack the mixture in the jar, cover 
lightly and set aside for two weeks to 
ripen. It will then be ready to dis- 
tribute in rose jars.® 


Scented-leaved Geraniums 


[From Pace 81] plants match the 
decor of modern homes and apart- 
ments. One of the best is cocoanut 
(P. grossularioides), a herb of dense 
growth with dark-green, fan-shaped 
leaves, diminutive white flowers with 
stipplings of maroon and the smell of 
freshly opened cocoanuts. 

LittLE GEM (a variety of P. gra- 
veolens) has a spicy pungent odor. It 
is a dense, low-growing plant with soft 
gray-green satiny leaves and miniature 
rose-pink flowers streaked with red. 

The minute red flowers and small 
ruffled and silvered leaves of Mrs. 
KINGSBURY remind one of parsley. 

A distinctive fragrance of old- 
fashioned roses, a splash of bright-red 
flowers—that’s SHRUBLAND ROSE, a 
bushy plant with large crinkly leaves. 

If there is no lack of space in which 
to grow your scented-leaved gerani- 
ums, add the large-growing, rangy 
types to your collection. BEAUTY (a 
variety of P. quercifolium) is a spice- 
scented, spreading plant which has 
rough, dark-green leaves with brown 
centers. Lapy Mary (a variety of 
P. Limoneum) is a large handsome 
plant with red flowers. 

One of the daintiest, but also one 
of the largest, scented-leaved gerani- 
ums is FERN-LEAF (P. denticulatum 
filicifolium). It is a tall, spreading 
plant with small white flowers, the 
most delicate leaves of any known va- 
riety and a fragrance like that of attar 
of roses. 

Exotic as these scented-leaved gera- 
niums may look, they take no more 
care than the ordinary garden types. 
Like other geraniums, they demand 
sunlight and warmth. However, they 
do need a richer soil than the zonals. 
Scented-leaved geraniums may be 
propagated from seeds or cuttings. 
Propagating from cuttings is easy: cut 
a 5- or 6-inch stem from the crown or 
tip of a branch and trim away the 
leaves. Insert the cutting in soil or a 
rooting medium and cover with a glass 
or wide-mouthed jar to conserve mois- 
ture and warmth. A fair root system 
should develop in four to six weeks 
Then the cutting may be potted. 

The scented-leaved geraniums, with 
their many different leaf forms, pecu- 
liar growing habits, wide range of 
delicate colors and delightful fra- 
grances, will add unusual notes to your 
collection of house plants. 

More and more homemakers are 
discovering that the scented petals of 
many of these lovely geraniums may 
be used to flavor foods such as cus- 
tards, puddings and cakes. The fresh 
petals add an exotic, subtle flavor to 
various foods and drinks; the dried 
petals are included in herb-tea blends 
and in potpourri mixtures.®

The three 


immigrants

T HE ALCHEMIST, dressed in spangled 
robes, received his patients in the 
garden. To the first, a young peasant 
wife sleepless with worrying about her 
husband who was an archer with King 
Edward in France, he sold a packet of 
ladys-mantle, a sovereign soporific. To 
the second, an old knight gouty from 
too much beef washed down with sack, 
he recommended tansy tea. For the 
third, a small boy bitten by a falcon, 
he made a poultice of variegated bugle, 
a herb “singular good for all sorts of 
hurts.” Then the alchemist went inside 
to manufacture gold. The sunlight 
cast gold upon his garden. 

The same sun shines upon the same 
plants in my garden. These three im- 
migrants from the old world and the

medieval alchemist’s herb garden— 
fern-leaved tansy, ladys-mantle and 
variegated bugle—are hardy perennials 
with decorative foliage. The modern 
gardener and flower arranger will find 
many uses for them. 

Fern-leaved tansy (Tanacetum vul- 
gare crispum) is the cultivated form of 
the common tansy (T. vulgare) which 
is now found growing wild as an 
escape from old gardens. It is a 
smaller plant with finer, more crisped 
foliage than common tansy. The lacy 
foliage is always admired by visitors 
to my garden and is very useful in 
flower arrangements if first conditioned 
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by submersion in a bucket of cool 
water. 

Tansy has a long history as a medic- 
inal, culinary and strewing herb. A 
strewing herb was one spread on floors 
to give a refreshing scent when walked 
upon; in the unsanitary, odiferous days 
of centuries past, any pleasant fra- 
grance was welcomed. Jon Parkinson, 
writing in 1629, described the rather 
curious scent of tansy as a “sharpe, 
strong, bitter smell . . . but yet pleas- 
ant, and well to be endured.” Tansy 
was also hung in rooms and rubbed on 
meat to repel flies. 

In England the victor of the annual 
Easter handball contest, in which arch- 
bishops and bishops participated with 
the men of their congregations, was 
awarded a “tansie” cake made of eggs 
and young tansy leaves. Tansy was

considered beneficial after a diet of 
salt fish during Lent, probably as a 
remedy for scurvy. Tansy tea was 
highly recommended for many ills, 
especially as a “singular remedy for 
gout.” There was even a superstition 
that tansy leaves cured ague if worn in 
the shoes. 

Today, a foremost authority on 
poisonous plants, Professor W. C. 
Muenscher, states that tansy leaves 
contain a toxic oil and probably should 
not be eaten. He adds that a small 
amount may be used for flavoring, but 
that tansy tea in large doses is very 
injurious. 

The fern-leaved tansy grows only 2 
feet tall and has rich green foliage. 
It makes a fine, low screen to hide the 
unattractive, yellowing foliage of 
spring tulips and daffodils. In late 
summer tansy has clusters of yellow 
button-like blooms. Jon Parkinson tells 
us that “the root creepeth underground 
and shooteth up in divers places.” This 
is its only bad habit. 

If drainage is reasonably good, tansy 
is not particular about soil or location, 
thriving in either sun or partial shade. 

Ladys-mantle (alchemilla) derives its 
name from the scalloped edges of its 
leaves, which resemble the scalloped

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edges of a mantle. Alchemilla was one 
of the many plants associated with the 
Virgin Mary (thus it was called ladys- 
mantle, not ladies-mantle). 

Ladys-mantle was also called the 
great sanicle. Sanicle simply meant 
curative. We read that ladys-mantle 
was “very proper for inflamed wounds” 
and to stop bleeding and that “it 
quickly healeth green wounds.” 

Although ladys-mantle grows wild 
throughout Europe, in this country it 
is found only as a cultivated plant. It 
is rarely grown, perhaps because the 
blossoms are an inconspicuous green- 
ish yellow. But to anyone who has 
seen its downy leaves edged and 
spotted with silver drops of dew, it is 
a garden treasure. 

Ladys-mantle is hardy and happy in 
well-drained soil in a partially shaded 
location and is easily grown from 
seed. It is a useful plant for the front 
of the border and the rock garden. Its 
lovely foliage adds an unusual note to 
flower arrangements.

moist soil or dry. In May or June 
from the perfectly flat mat of leaves, it 
sends up blue flowers on stems no 
more than 4 inches tall. Since it is 
a member of the mint family, the 
flowers are two-lipped. They are 
crowded in whorls on terminal spikes. 

Bugle sends out runners covered 
with pairs of leaves; rootlets form at 
each pair. In winter the runners die, 
but in spring a new plant grows from 
the rootlets and starts its own family. 

Bugle, which was also called middle 
comfrey at one time, was regarded as 
an important medicinal herb. Because 
of its astringent properties, it was used 
principally to heal wounds. Nicholas 
Culpeper, a famous herbalist of the 
17th century, declared: “It is so singu- 
lar good for all sorts of hurts that none 
who know of its usefulness will ever 
be without it.” 

Tansy, ladys-mantle and variegated 
bugle may be obtained from almost 
any nursery specializing in herbs.®

Three recipes 
for tansy 


by GLADYS REED ROBINSON 


e Tansy bread—Pour 2 cups boil- 
ing water or boiling potato water over 
1 cup rolled oats. Add 1 teaspoon but- 
ter, 2 cup sugar. Set aside for 2 hours. 

Then add 1 yeast cake dissolved in 
Y2 cup warm water, | teaspoon salt, |! 
teaspoon nutmeg, | teaspoon celery 
seed, 2 tablespoons parsley flakes, 1 
finely chopped pimento, 1 teaspoon 
Bell’s seasoning, 1% tablespoons 
crumbled dried tansy, 2 heaping table- 
spoons grated cheese (optional) and 
4% cups sifted flour. 

Beat well and allow to stand until 
light and double in bulk. Then stir 
down and divide into loaves or rolls. 
Put in buttered tins and allow to rise 
again. When it has doubled in bulk, 
bake in a hot oven. 

I like to use potato water, for I think 
it helps keep the bread fresh. The 
cheese also helps keep the bread fresh 
and adds to the flavor. Tansy bread is 
delicious toasted or served with cold 
meats and poiato salad. 

e Tansy cookies—Sift together into 
a large bowl: 

2% cups sifted flour 

Y% teaspoon salt 

Y teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
Add: 

Y% cup shortening or butter 

1 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 unbeaten eggs 

1% teaspoons crumbled dried tansy 

1 tablespoon milk 
Beat until well blended. Roll out to 
a thickness of % inch on a lightly 
floured board. Cut with cookie cutter 
which has been dipped in flour. Sprin- 
kle with sugar or tansy. Bake about 10 
minutes in hot oven or until golden 
brown. This recipe makes about 212 
dozen large crisp cookies. 

e Tansy tea biscuits-——Mix: 

1 cup scalded milk 

Y% cup butter 

Y% yeast cake dissolved in warm 

water 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 beaten egg 

2% cups bread flour 
Allow to rise, then spoon into gem 
pans. Allow to rise again and put 
carefully in oven. Bake about 20 min- 
utes in hot oven. Serve hot.

{[FRoM PaGE 68] fully in the hole. 
This must never be done with potted 
roses during the growing season or 
quick death of the plant is certain. 

As fresh soil is filled around the root 
ball, some gardeners like to use a tool 
handle and others a firm foot to pack 
the soil in position. In either case the 
pressure should be on the loose soil 
and never directly on the ball of roots. 
Plenty of water should be applied be- 
fore the hole is completely filled. This 
is not because the plant may be thirsty 
but because water is the best means 
of settling the soil and making a firm 
contact between roots and new soil. 
Leaving a small depression or saucer 
in the soil around the plant will make 
it easier to apply water directly to the 
roots during the summer. 

Soil temperature may be kept fairly 
uniform with the use of a mulch. Each 
geographic area has its favorite mulch 
which is often a by-product of local 
industry—buckwheat hulls, sugar cane, 
cocoa shells, ground corncobs, hay, 
straw, grass clippings and peat moss. 
A mulch also helps to conserve mois- 
ture and prevent soil compaction. 

Soil moisture must not be allowed to 
reach a low point when hot dry days 
shrivel vegetation. Long slow soak- 
ings are ideal. The soil soaker hoses, 
turned over with holes against the soil, 
are convenient and good. Also excel- 
lent are the water injection devices 
which place the water deep in the soil 
about the roots. Just one caution 
about their use. The water pressure 
must not be too strong or small air 
pockets may be formed about the 
roots. Overhead sprinkling is not ad- 
visable as it encourages the spread of 
disease. 

Frequent additions of fertilizer will 
improve most rosebushes. Complete 
fertilizers of well-known brands are 
effective if applied lightly and fre- 
quently. Relying on complete ferti- 
lizers rather than single elements is 
best for beginners although experi- 
enced gardeners may like to devise 
their own formulas. 

Fertilizers should be applied be- 
fore growth starts in early spring. 
Light applications may be continued 
throughout the summer every two to 
three weeks. Fertilizing should stop, 
especially in the Northern states where 
winterkill is common, about two 


months before the average date of the | 


first frost. Roses kept in active growth

[FROM PaGE 86] people seem to accept 
without argument. H. caerulea is 
fairly common in gardens, with bell- 
shaped flowers, the bluest of all the 
hostas. But again it is the foliage that 
counts—large, shiny dark-green leaves 
on long sturdy stems. H. subcordata 
grandiflora has leaves similar in size 
but a light shiny green. This is the 
“old-fashioned” hosta with large clus- 
ters of fragant, white blossoms in mid- 
summer. It is one of the few hostas 
whose flowers mean more than the 
foliage. It seems to require more sun 
than other hostas, yet in too much di- 
rect sunlight the foliage sunburns, the 
leaves acquiring an unhealthy light- 
green color and a somewhat thinner 
texture. 

There are three hostas whose leaves 
have white margins. The showiest of 
these is H. fortunei albo-marginata, 
with large, pert, pointed, dark-green 
leaves boldly edged with white and

arching gracefully from the center up 
and over toward the ground. It is 
rather a slow grower but develops into 
a beautiful clump that is lovely in the 
shady garden. 

Hosta decorata is the “snub-nosed” 
hosta, its dull green leaves rounded at 
the ends and edged with white. This 
was formerly known as H. THOMAS 
Hocc. H. lancifolia albo-marginata is 
a small hosta with narrow, lance- 
shaped leaves up to 6 inches in length. 
The delicate white margin along the 
outside of the leaves is pencil-line thin, 
and the flowers are lavender with white 
lines. It grows to a well-proportioned 
clump, to be used in the garden where 
one of the smaller hostas is needed. 

Speaking of small plants: One of my 
favorites is little H. lancifolia minor 
alba, a delightful rock garden plant for 
shade or partial shade. The leaves are 
small and lance-shaped, as the name

would indicate. The flowers are dainty 
white bells along stalks not more than 
10 to 12 inches high. They open 
toward the end of summer. A second 
small late-bloomer is A. lancifolia 
tardiflora, a plant about the size of the 
one above. It is nicely shaped and a 
good rock garden subject with laven- 
der blossoms appearing in September 
and October. It is supposed to be 
rather tender, but in a protected spot in 
my yard it has lived through two very 
severe winters with temperatures well 
below zero. It is advertised as “rare” 
with the rarity reflected in the price, 
but of the two small varieties, I prefer 
the white-flowered “minor alba,” 
which is less expensive. 

At the other extreme are H. Sie- 
boldiana (mentioned earlier) with a 
foliage mound to 25 inches high and 
individual leaves 10 to 13 inches long; 
and Hosta fortunei gigantea. The lat- 
ter plant grows to 20 inches, with 
sturdy leaf stalks and large leaves a 
little on the gray-green side. 

The two variegated hostas are most 
desirable for the shady garden. White 
is always good for lightening the 
shadows; and the green and white 
hostas, when used with discretion, have 
an appeal all their own. In hot mid- 
summer, when nothing much is in 
bloom in the perennial border, I like to 
arrange a group of variegated hosta 
leaves for indoor enjoyment. With 
one or two white flowers as a focal 
point, or merely alone, there is nothing 
lovelier or cooler looking. 

One of the variegated types is sold as 
H. undulata univitata, “undulata’’ re- 
ferring to the wave-edged leaves and 
“univitata” meaning “one-striped.” 
The leaves, a leathery dark green, have 
a wide cream-colored stripe down the 
center. In the other variety, which | 
have always called “variegata,” the 
colors are not in such definite patterns; 
the white is almost a pure white and 
there is more of it. In dense shade 
some of the leaves have practically no 
green on them at all. 

The growing habits of hostas, while 
amazingly good even in poor soil, 
differ in the kind of soil they grow in. 
Seven years ago when we first moved 
to our present home, I found Hosta 
lancifolia growing in a partially shaded 
path at the edge of the woods. The 
soil was so very poor and hard there 
that the leaf blades (usually up to 6 
inches in length) were scarcely 2 
inches and the plants so generally small 
that I hardly recognized them as 
hostas. Some of them I transplanted 
to the shady rock garden where I 
planned to grow most of my hostas. 
The soil was better there, full of rich 
compost. The next year the plants 
attained their normal 12- to 15-inch 
mound with normal-sized leaves. They 
have been thriving ever since, while 
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those remaining in the path are still 
stunted. 

Some hosta varieties are slow grow- 
ing, but with the years, develop huge 
mountains of foliage. I’ve seen large 
-leaved varieties, which have been 
growing in the same spot for 10 to 15 
years, almost waist high with leaves 
unbelievably large in mounds 4 to 5 
feet across. 

But such examples do not usually 
fit into good garden design. The 
mounds should be smaller and adapt to 
the role they play in the garden. They 
make excellent accents for either side 
of a path or garden entrance. They 
make good focal points where their 
type of foliage and form is needed. 

A mound of a white-edged variety 
is lovely in the shady garden beside a 
large gray rock where wildflowers hold 
the stage in early spring. Some of the 
large-leaved hostas are good to help 
hide the compost pile, or to detract 
from such necessary embellishments as 
the children’s sand box. Almost any of 
the larger-leaved varieties are good for 
corners where nothing much else will 
grow; they will help dress up the place 
while remaining a source of foliage 
throughout the season. Dark-leafed 
H. caerulea makes a good foil for fern 
fronds. There is scarcely a variety 
of hosta that cannot serve some valu- 
able purpose in the garden where there 
is a great deal of shade.®

[FROM PAGE 86] est to the magic-lily 
(lycoris) when in bloom and will 
screen that plant’s disappearance. 
With such plants as spuria iris and the 
shade-loving lilies, caladiums will sup- 
ply basal mass foliage. In the hardy 
border—even in full sun—caladiums 
will give massed color interest equal to 
that of any perennial bloom. Eye- 
catching when planted in groups of a 
single color are such brilliantly hued 
varieties as PEOCILE ANGLAIS (wavy, 
deep crimson, edged metallic green); 
RECONCAVO (deep rose, ribbed and 
centered green); Rose BEAUTY (pink 
blotched, red ribbed in bright rose); 
APPLE BLossom (blush pink, red 
ribbed and apple green bordered) 
and SPANGLED BANNER (brilliant red 
with darker ribs and profuse pink 
spots). 

For a city garden where sunlight is 
available only part of the day, cala- 
diums are ideal. Color schemes using 
a single variety as a basis are easily 
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worked out. For example, with :a 
evergreen background (such as Ilex 
convexa or I. rotundifolia, or an ivy- 
covered wall) the Jacy snow-white, 
green-veined and netted variety CAN- 
DIDUM and such annuals as white 
pansies, the dark-leaved white fibrous 
begonia KAREN, nicotiana or sweet- 
alyssum will compose a picture at once 
cool and restful. A charming color 
scheme using the luscious watermelon- 
pink, green-bordered variety Mrs. W. 
B. HALDEMAN in combination with 
rose or blush tuberous begonias, pink 
or rose impatiens, or the salmon- 
flowered multiflora begonia GENTS 
JEWEL will be lovely all summer. 

Also effective are pots of caladiums 
set about the terrace—especially if 
colors are chosen to harmonize with 
the color of the house. Caladiums in 
planters used for accent at the home 
entrance are colorful and an easy solu- 
tion for adding a finishing touch to 
the new home as yet not landscaped. 
Use at the terminus of walks, by drive- 
ways as a gay hedge, in window boxes 
with harmonizing annuals (the new 
dwarf Lance Lear caladiums growing 
only to 10 inches are especially good 
for this purpose). About a bird bath, 
especially of the kind set on a stand- 
ard, caladiums “tie” the bath to the 
ground. Filling the bird bath and 
watering the plants at one time is an- 
other consideration worth the busy 
gardener’s attention. These are only a 
few uses of caladiums. 

The ease with which caladiums are 
grown also recommends them. They 
may be planted indoors in April and 
May for an early start but for outdoor 
planting (rather than in pots) little 
time is saved since they come on 
quickly if planted in ground which has 
been well prepared with humus-bearing 
materials before planting the tubers. 
However, for growing in pots, tubers 
should be laid in a box of sand, ver- 
miculite or peat moss and covered 
only an inch. Roots will form 
from the top part of the tuber in a 
rather moist atmosphere not lower 
than 70°; 80° is even better. When 
roots appear the tubers should be 
potted up in leaf mold with a little 
sand. Not until the fifth or sixth leaf 
appears do the real colors of the plants 
show. Wherever grown, caladiums 
like rich soil, good drainage, plenty of 
water through the summer. A weekly 
application of weak fertilizer water 
brings out full color value and stimu- 
lates growth. Outdoors, toward au- 
tumn, extra water should be withheld, 
and when the leaves die down, plants 
should be lifted, tops cut back to the 
tubers. Store in bags of vermiculite 
with a moth ball or napthalene flakes 
in each 2-quart bag. Keep in a warm 
place.

[FROM PaGE 65] to trap passenger pi- 
geons. The strange new plants he saw 
on these wanderings first kindled his 
interest in botany. 

It was touching to hear this man 
speak so reverently of his parents. His 
father, a Puritan, had loved the free- 
dom of the wilderness life. Naming 
his son “Liberty” showed how he felt. 
His father’s hoe, hanging in Dr. 
Bailey’s botanical workroom, reminded 
him of his father’s lifetime of hard 
work and devotion. 

At St. Mare we turned inland across 
the Antibonite plains. I tried hard to 
absorb the wonder of the strange 
Haitian countryside we were passing 
through and to listen intently to Dr. 
Bailey’s exciting stories of plant col- 
lecting in Panama, Central China, 
Africa, Japan and Korea. He said he 
had tramped through the interior of 
South America nine times searching 
for rare plants. 

He recalled his friendships with 
Mark Twain, Luther Burbank and Asa 
Gray. President Theodore Roosevelt 
had praised his teaching of the new, 
and at that time dangerous, theory of 
Darwinian evolution. It was hard to 
believe I was traveling with someone 
who was a boy of seven when Lincoln 
was assassinated. I marveled that a 
man of his age could appear so youth- 
ful and radiate such vitality. 

I was on firmer ground when he 
talked about plants rather than per- 
sonalities. His favorites were garden 
pinks, blackberries, grapes and above 
all the palms. Of these, the ones he 
most wanted to see now were the 
Zombi palms. 

At Gonaive we stopped for the night 
at the Hotel de Paris. Through dinner 
and into the evening, despite the 
deadly tiring day, the stories went on. 

When he arose abruptly, said good 
night and went up to bed, I found 
that I could not do the same. His 
stories still haunted me, and I waiked 
about the silent town in the warm 
tropic night, thinking about the palms 
we hoped to find the next day. Dr. 
Bailey had revealed why he was so 
anxious to see them. He had found 
the Zombi palms on a previous visit. 
However, having overlooked some 
small detail regarding them, he had put 
aside his nearly completed scientific 
report until such time as he could re- 
turn to check his former observations. 
It was hard to believe that a man of 
his age would return to such a wild 
area to confirm a minute point for a 
report. It gave me the first graphic 
example of how carefully and thor- 
oughly great scientists work. 

We found the Zombi palms next 
morning on the desolate hillsides near 
Gros-Morne. Dr. Bailey’s opening sen- 


tence in his scientific report of our trip 


was, “A strange palm grows on the 
hills of Haiti.” He was certainly right. 
They were about 8 feet tall with 
clumpy bunches of fans around their 
bases. Formidable, slender, steel-like 
spines grew straight out of the ground 
around them. An investiture of addi- 
tional spines wound back and forth 
around the trunks. 

We photographed and gingerly col- 
lected some spiny specimens. Just be- 
fore we found the palms I had thought- 
lessly remarked that the area appeared 
relatively barren and therefore unin- 
teresting. Dr. Bailey was quick to say, 
“Where plants are few and the struggle 
to live is great, those that survive are 
all the more worthy of study. It’s true 
of people, too.” As we examined our 
specimens, I realized the full meaning 
of his words. 

Back in Gonaive I pressed my valu- 
able new specimens on the hotel steps. 
A crowd of curious peasants gathered, 
torn between watching me or watching 
Dr. Bailey in an even more engrossing 
performance. He had shown much dis- 
dain for my three cameras. He used

an ancient but very efficient model 
with special lenses and bellows. He 
carefully set up his specimens for pho- 
tographing, then retired under a large 
black cloth for the final focusing and 
picture taking. The simple peasants 
gathered around him at a respectful 
distance in humorous wonderment and 
a conviction, I am sure, that he was 
practicing some strange voodoo ritual. 

That evening as Dr. Bailey con- 
tinued his fascinating recollections, his 
wonderful philosophy began to unfold. 
“Early in life I decided to spend 
twenty-five years studying botany,” he 
said, “twenty-five years teaching and 
practicing it and twenty-five years just 
enjoying it. So here I am now, with 
those seventy-five years past and seven 
of the next twenty-five already gone.” 
Neither he nor I could have guessed 
that night as we sat talking in Gonaive 
that he would come only four years 
short of completing a full hundred; 
that seven years later he would be 
traveling alone up the Amazon; or that 
on his ninetieth birthday, he would 
find a new species of palm on a remote 
tropical island. 

Next morning we visited a famous

Opuntia forest nearby. Equally ex- 
cited, we entered a dream world of 
giant cacti. Large, satiny, green-and- 
black hummingbirds floated about the 
brilliant orange cactus flowers. Every- 
where underfoot were small, tame, 
brightly colored lizards. The silence 
was amazing, made deeper by the occa- 
sional rustling of the lizards’ feet and 
the sudden whir of hummingbirds’ 
wings overhead. Though it was early 
morning and overcast, the temperature 
was over 100°. Sweat dripped from 
us in salty beads in the brutal heat. 
With a machete, Dr. Bailey chopped 
off chunks of the cacti and piled them 
in boxes for specimens. This particular 
cactus forest, he said, was unique in 
all the world. 

In the blistering noon heat, we ar- 
rived at the town of Ennery and hur- 
ried into the shade. I carefully watched 
the elderly man for dangerous signs of 
fatigue, but he was already fascinated 
by a pack of strange ghostlike scav- 
enging dogs that lurked about us. 
Close to starvation, they could manage 
only low snarls, though they tried 
vaguely to be friendly. Some had one 
pure white eye and one brown or eyes 
that were half white and half brown. 
They were isolated and closely inbred, 
their congenital defects well estab- 
lished. 

Late that afternoon we reached Cap 
Haitien and took adjoining rooms at 
the Atlantide Hotel. Dr. Bailey said it 
was the most tiring day he could re- 
member in years and by now, for the 
first time, he was visibly weak. Com- 
pletely exhausted, he collapsed on his 
bed and lay there with his clothes on 
despite the heat. He assured me he 
would be all right. Thoroughly fright- 
ened, I wondered what I would do if 
he should have a heart attack. With 
the sweat pouring off me, I pressed the 
newly collected plants and listened to 
his deep, labored breathing through the 
thin wall. 

My worries were groundless, for in 
about an hour he was up and around, 
as vigorous as ever. It was as though 
he had tapped some inner source of 
youthful energy. 

The next morning Dr. Bailey left 
me to cross alone into the wild border- 
land of the Dominican Republic. At 
the border the road ended on a few 
boards of a bridge which had been 
swept away. The river boiled along 
only 2 or 3 feet deep but about 30 feet 
wide. Only a few months before, vio- 
lent skirmishes and considerable blood- 
shed had occurred along the boundary 
of Haiti and the Dominican Republic. 
Intense enmity still remained between 
the two nations. Driving slowly along 
the rough sandy bank, we saw a small 
Dominican fort opposite us and a 
group of naked Dominican soldiers 
swimming. They ignored us com- 
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pletely. Finally, an official came down 
from the fort to the water’s edge and 
permitted one Haitian to cross with a 
trunk containing all of Dr. Bailey’s 
belongings and specimens. When the 
Haitian returned through the raging 
water, he found that carrying Dr. 
Bailey on his back while struggling 
against the rushing current was too 
much to handle. So a Haitian official 
gave permission for two Dominicans to 
come to our side to carry Dr. Bailey 
across between them. 

As the three started across the river, 
I thought of what Dr. Bailey had said 
to me as we approached the border 
and saw possible trouble. He firmly 
believed that his chosen career of 
botany was the true form of inter- 
nationalism; association with many 
people in strange countries had given 
him a deeper understanding of the 
world’s problems. He had looked 
pointedly at me when he said, “My 
garden at home has plants in it from 
all over the world, but they all speak 
only one language.” Seeing him then, 
crossing the river, I thought of him as 
a strong candidate for that small select 
group who should be considered world 
citizens, welcome everywhere without 
question or passport. 

Some botanists remember Dr. Bailey 
as the man who, arriving six weeks late 
for his ninetieth birthday party, said: 
“My life has been a continuous ful- 
fillment of dreams. The earth is good. 
It is a privilege to live thereon.” 
Others remember him as a man who in 
his chosen field was the equal of 
Schweitzer or Einstein in theirs. Still 
others remember him as a person with 
deep insight into the wonder of life 
on our planet, who wrote “The earth 
has never been conquered by force. 
There are thousands of little and soft 
things still abundant in the world that 
have outlived fearsome, ravenous mon- 
sters of ages past. Frail, delicate plants 
may be more ancient than the moun- 
tains or plains on which they live.” 

I shall remember him as he crossed 
the river that day. With his chin thrust 
resolutely forward, his mouth firm, he 
sat between the two Dominicans on 
their interlocked hands. His arms 
clutched tightly about their necks, his 
long legs stretched out above the 
churning water, he fixed his eyes 
straight ahead on the opposite shore. 
No border warfare, flooded river or 
destroyed bridge could hold him back 
when new palms might be waiting just 
ahead somewhere in the Dominican 
jungle. Safely on the other shore, he 
shouted back a goodbye to me and an 
invitation to visit him in the States. 

We never did meet again; but I shall 
always be grateful that the weird 
Zombi palms in the lonely hills of 
Gros-Morne brought us together for 
those few memorable days.®

[FROM PaGE 67] These pots have po- 
rous walls which permit root penetra- 
tion. Because the walls supply food 
and because peat holds precious mois- 
ture, Jiffy-Pot plants get off to a fast 
start. Gardeners can plant pot and all 
without disturbing roots, which will 
grow right through the pot. No time- 
consuming awkward job of pot re- 
moval—no problem of pot disposal— 
and peat improves the texture of the 
garden soil!

But he had the very correct idea that 
Norwegian vegetable growers might 
use such a container to get an early 
start on the very short Norwegian sum- 
mer season. 

The little grey man summed it up 
very nicely. “Planting an annual gar- 
den from established plants is stupen- 
dous,” he twinkled. “It gives lazy gar- 
deners a break, assures timid gardeners 
like me of success. And it makes it 
possible for the last-minute gardener 
to get quick results. 

“All you have to do is hop into your 
car, drive over to your favorite garden 
center, nurseryman or greenhouse and 
pick out your plants. You whiz home, 
perhaps with some of the plants al- 
ready in bloom—and presto! You 
have a garden in a day. 

“And you know,” he confided, “this 
method of gardening is giving me ex- 
perience and courage. I’m beginning 
to learn some of the secrets and skills 
of gardening at my own pace, without 
having to plunge in over my head all 
at once. What if my first experiments 
with cuttings aren’t too successful? 
While I’m learning, I have the satis- 
faction of owning a beautiful garden. 
And next spring, I think I may even 
try planting some seeds again!” 

The little grey man ducked his head 
to look out the coach window. “Oops! 
Almost rode past my stop. Come on 
over and see my garden sometime. 
You'll be surprised!” 

And he scuttled down the aisle, 
brief case thumping against his legs.®

[FRoM Pace 88] dry until new flower 
stem appears, then keep moist. 

Q. Last fall I made several air lay- 
ers using sphagnum moss and plastic 
film. Not one rooted. What was 
wrong? 

A. This method of propagation 
should be done only in the spring after 
the plant has begun to leaf out but 
before growth has slowed up for sum- 
mer. Try again in early June. 

Q. How can I make a garden on 
sand in the Indiana dunes? Our ferti- 
lizer and humus disappear overnight. 

A. Dig down to a depth of 12 to 15 
inches. Lay down a layer of tar paper. 
Mix sand with humus and fertilizer 
and fill the excavation with this mix- 
ture. Now the roots, fertilizer, and 
humus will be prevented from sinking 
below the layer of roofing paper. Soon 
a good soil will develop, the paper will 
rot, but the soil will continue to main- 
tain itself. 

Q. Is spiking the lawn of any value? 
How about rolling?” 

A. Spiking helps overcome the 
worst soil problem of lawns—compac- 
tion. However, the ordinary hand 
spike with straight pegs is useless—it 
merely compacts the soil more. The 
preferred spiker is one that pulls out 
a core of earth and pushes it off with 
a spring. Some commercial turf men 
will do spiking on a custom basis with 
this type of machine. 

Rolling, because it contributes to 
compaction, should be kept to a bare 
minimum. Don’t try to flatten out 
rough turf with a roller. Clods that 
have been pushed up by frost action 
can be gently pressed back with a light 
weight roller. 

Q. Should I dig my tulips and nar- 
cissus after flowering? 

A. Dig only when you can store 
bulbs in a cellar where temperatures 
will be above 60° but below 75°. 
Otherwise bulbs are probably better 
off in the soil. Always plant a ground 
cover of shallow rooted annuals over 
the area to keep soil temperatures down 
after tulip foliage has disappeared. 

Q. How soon should I set out cab- 
bage and cauliflower plants? 

A. While plants are fully hardy too 
much cold hardens fibers and spoils 
flavor. Wait until after spring frosts to 
set out plants and heads will be tastier. 

Q. Is the new EMERALD zoysia suit- 
able for planting in central Illinois? 

A. No, it is less hardy than Meyer 
zoysia and does not start growth early 
enough to make a good spring lawn.®

[FROM PAGE 83] and blooms are larger. 
The hardy types may be planted at 
almost any time the plants are avail- 
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able; but the tropicals should not be 
planted until the water is warm—in 
the Central South about mid-April. 

Q. Last year my water-lilies were 
attacked by aphids in great numbers. 
How can I control them without injury 
to the fish? 

A. If convenient, it would be best 
to remove the fish and other animal 
life, drain the pool until the plants are 
fully exposed and then spray with a 
good insecticide. Let the water run 
long enough for a complete change 
before replacing the fish. Better se- 
lect a cloudy day for the job or do it 
in the late afternoon, as hot sun on the 
plants without water will scorch them. 
If it is not practical to remove the 
animal life, try filling the pool to over- 
flowing and wash the aphids off with 
the hose, applying the water with con- 
siderable force. Let the aphids flow 
out of the pool. 

Q. How soon may I begin taking 
cuttings of azaleas and camellias? 

A. Take cuttings when new growth 
has somewhat matured; this is usually 
about the last of May. 

Q. Some of my camellias look 
sickly and are not growing well. Some 
of the leaves have yellowish splotches 
on the upper surfaces and a cottony 
substance on the undersides. 

A. Your plants are unquestionably 
being injured by some form of scale— 
probably tea scale. This month is a 
good time to spray. Use malathion or 
miscible oil, making sure the under- 
sides of the leaves are covered with 
the spray material. Make a second 
spraying fifteen or twenty days later 
to get any scale that escaped the first 
application. 

Q. My Torcu rose blooms in May 
and I never know when to prune it; 
consequently it has never been pruned. 
Now the flower clusters are fewer and 
smaller. 

A. This variety, along with the other 
climbers that bloom in clusters, should 
be severely pruned in May after the 
flower heads have faded. The wood 
that flowered this season will not 
bloom again, so cut out the old canes 
down near the ground or to the next 
strong new branch. Leave all the 
strong new shoots, as these will make 
the flowers for next season. 

Q. Striped bugs have practically de- 
voured my clematis; there is hardly a 
leaf left. What will stop them? 

A. Arsenate of lead (very poison- 
ous) is effective against chewing in- 
sects and is the old standby; now the 
newer lindane-malathion preparations 
are being used. These are far less dan- 
gerous and probably just as effective. 

Q. Many of my bearded irises, after 
blooming, have fallen over. Examina- 
tion indicates rot near the ground. 
Can rhizomes be saved? 

A. This trouble is probably caused

Q. I use a commercial brand of 
sterilized African-violet soil for my 
plants but find that this tests very acid 
after the plants have been potted in it 
for several months. My own judgment 
is that I should use a little lime to 
sweeten the soil, but in a small 3-inch 
pot I don’t quite know how much or 
how little to use. I have ground lime- 
stone on hand. Is there some way I 
can apply this to small potted plants 
without causing too great a shock to 
the plants? 

A. I think it is quite likely that 
lime is needed in your soil. I suggest 
you use ground limestone at the rate 
of % teaspoon to a 3-inch pot and 
scratch it into the surface. 

Q. Does the crocus belong to the 
group of cleistogamous plants? I find 
that seed pods come popping up 
through the peat moss long after leaves 
have died down. 

A. Crocus flowers are not of this 
type. Cleistogamous flowers never 
open and are self-pollinated. Often 
they are formed below ground. Some 
violets have both kinds of flowers— 
showy ones and cleistogamous. What 
appears to be the stem of a crocus 
flower is really part of the flower itself 
and is known as the tube. The ovary is 
just below and it is here that seeds are 
formed just at the surface of the 
ground. 

Q. I have an anomalous dumb-cane 
situation and thought perhaps you 
would be interested in knowing of it. 
Perhaps you have heard of other 
plants behaving like this. 

We hought two dumb-canes, Dief- 
fenbachia picta and RUDOLPH ROEHRS. 
These we grew side by side in separate 
pots. RUDOLPH ROEHRS grew several 
normal leaves and then one appeared 
which was colored like D. picta on the 
left side of the midrib and like Rvu- 
DOLPH ROEHRS on the right. Two nor- 
mal leaves have appeared since then. 
Is this occurrence common or rare? 

A. RUDOLPH RoEnRs probably orig- 
inated as a mutation or chimera and 
your plant has partly reverted back to 
the original type. This phenomena is 
not particularily rare. A well-known 
example is the snake plant (san- 
severia). In the species Sanseveria 
trifasciata the leaves are green. In 
S. trifasciata Laurenti the leaf margins 
are a clear yellow, the result of a 
periclinal chimera. If leaf cuttings are 
taken from this variety the stripes are 
not perpetuated in the new plants 
which are then called S. trifasciata.®

Or, if you are lucky enough to have 
native evergreens such as_ pines, 
spruces or hemlocks, try underplanting 
them with azaleas, rhododendrons, or 
mountain-laurel, all of which must 
have an acid soil if they are to thrive. 
In their native state these broadleaved 
evergreens frequently seek the pro- 
tection and the mulch of needles pro- 
vided by conifers. The most magnifi- 
cent rosebay rhododendron I ever saw 
was growing directly under a towering 
Norway spruce, and I know of a 
superb Schlippenbachi azalea which is 
so happy close to a hemlock that it 
self-seeds all over the area. 

There are many lovely spring-flow- 
ering ground covers which also enjoy 
such a site. Sweet woodruff (Asperula 
odorata), which sends up clouds of 
starry white flowers in May, is one of 
these. Another is the enchanting little 
creeping iris, /ris cristata, which bears 
relatively large pale blue flowers on 
3-inch stems; plant it very shallowly so 
that the tiny rhizomes lie almost on 
top of the ground. 

Underplanting is of particular im- 
portance to the health of trees, shrubs 
and evergreens during the drying heat 
of summer, for it helps keep the soil 
cool and moist. A close underplanting, 
such as a ground cover, acts as a living 
mulch and is as beautiful as it is useful. 

Actually, you can underplant almost 
any large tree. Possible exceptions 
are maples, elms and pin oaks, 
although we have seen even these un- 
derplanted with varying degrees of 
success. Here at Indian Lane Farm in 
West Cornwall, Connecticut, I have 
French lilacs, weigelas and dictamnus 
growing—and blooming!—directly un- 
der an ancient maple; I know of a 
young white pine growing happily 
under an elm and have seen ajuga do- 
ing moderately well under a pin oak. 

Apple trees are especially easy to 
underplant. We once saw a tiny and 
enchanting garden under an apple tree 
which grew close to an old stone wall. 
On the sunny side a circular edging of 
evergreen candytuft outlined the 
spread of the branches and enclosed 
a spring carpet of forget-me-nots which 
maintained themselves year after year 
by self-seeding. Among the forget-me- 
nots were set groups of white petunias 
and the lovely pink Dianthus latifolius 
BEATRICE, which blooms most of the 
summer. The combination of the 
creamy pink dianthus with its grey 
foliage, the great white petunias and 
the dark evergreen candytuft edging 
made a happy summer picture which 
needed little care. On the shadier side 
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of the tree, close to the stone wall, 
native ferns had been introduced. 
Among these the owner set her house 
plants—begonias and African-violets. 

If your apple tree is in the open, you 
could underplant it with a wreath of 
day-lilies, choosing varieties to give a 
succession of bloom. Edge the day- 
lilies with a wreath of bronze-leaved 
plumbago which flowers a_ brilliant 
blue late in the summer. Or under- 
plant your apple tree with a solid bed 
of low annuals, such as dwarf mari- 
gold (we have found that the variety 
YELLOW PyGmMy will flower reason- 
ably well even in partial shade), edged 
with annual sweet-alyssum. 

For underplanting moist areas or 
low-branching trees or shrubs beneath 
which the earth stays damp and half- 
shady all summer, there is nothing 
more satisfactory than the everbloom- 
ing summer forget-me-nots, Myosotis 
palustris semperflorens. Oddly enough, 
I have often seen these listed as bien- 
nials—and half-hardy biennials at that! 
With me they act as hardy perennials, 
forming ever-increasing mats each 
year and surviving temperatures down 
to 26° below ‘zero without any protec- 
tion at all! They must have moisture 
all summer and will stand consider- 
able sun if the soil contains ample 
humus and remains damp. 

But perhaps the most beautiful 
summer-blooming ground cover of all 
—if you live in a mild climate—is 
Nierembergia rivularis, a white, cup- 
shaped flower. I had this once for 
almost two years: I carried it over the 
first winter, which happened to be a 
mild one, with immensely complicated 
mulches, but lost it during the second 
winter in a bitter sub-zero cold spell. 
It is probabiy hardy along the Atlantic 
coast to Boston in protected spots or 
inland from New York southward. 

By all means try this lovely plant if 
your winters are not too ferocious. It 
spreads rapidly, grows only 3 inches 
high with thickly set, spoon-shaped 
leaves, and bears exquisite creamy- 
white flowers which seem to sit right 
on the leaves. It flowered for me from 
late May to September. N. rivularis 
likes a slightly acid soil, sandy but rich 
in humus and moderately moist. Be- 
cause it prefers light shade, it is the 
perfect ground cover for evergreens. 

If you do try underplanting, remem- 
ber that the more roots you have in 
any given area the more quickly the 
soil will be exhausted. The soil in 
these areas must be replenished fre- 
quently: for neutral to alkaline soils, a 
good dusting of bone meal each fall 
with a light application of one of the 
dried manures or organic fertilizers in 
early spring; for neutral to acid soils, 
cottonseed meal in the fall and a cov- 
ering of leaf mold, if you can find it. 
If not, use peat moss.®
